The commissioner 
said the hostages had been 
dressed like convicts and in 
some instances were used as 
shields. 
Oswald did not say, how­ 
ever, 
whether 
the 
bullets 
were fired by the 1,700 state 
police, 
national 
guardsmen 
and sheriffs’ deputies who as­ 
saulted the prison Monday to 
put down the five-day rebel­ 
lion. 
“ We have no further com­ 
m ent,” a spokesman said at a 
late night 
news conference 


between a tired-looking Os­ 
wald and about 100 newsmen 
inside the main gate at At­ 
tica. 
The commissioner has ten­ 
tatively 
scheduled 
a 
news 
conference at the sprawling 
40-year-old prison later today 
to answer further questions. 
He left the news conference 
Tuesday 
night 
without 
an­ 
swering any queries because, 
an aide said, he was “ex­ 
hausted.” 
Another prisoner died to­ 
day, raising the death toll to 
32 inmates and 10 hostages 
from the uprising by about 1,- 
200 of Attica’s 2,200 convicts. 
Nine 
hostages 
were 
slain 
Monday during the barrage of 
bullets and tear gas and ano­ 
ther guard died Saturday of 
injuries suffered when he was 
beaten by prisoners when the 
riot began Thursday. 
The 29 other hostages were 
rescued, although most had 
suffered injuries of var/ing 
severity, as did scores of in­ 
mates, authorities said.

11 Survivors 
Nursing Home

stairwell of an old wood and 
brick nursing home for the 
aged and retarded today, kil­ 
ling six elderly men. 
At least 11 others survived, 
four when 
a

them to safety from the blaz­ 
ing Lil Haven nursing home. 
Two occupants of the build­ 
ing jumped from the second 
story as the flames spread 
from the stairwell into 
the 
bedrooms. 
One was 
killed. 
The other suffered multiple 
fractures but survived. 
“ Smoke was so thick you 
couldn’t see two feet,” said 
firemen Norman Burgess, the 
first man into

Swenson said he was as­ 
sisted by the Lil Haven man­ 
ager, Montie Waldron, who fi­ 
nally collapsed and had to be 
taken to the hospital suffering 
shock and smoke inhalation. 
Swenson said he 
believed 
the building was constructed 
in the early 1900s. It was first 
a residence, then a hospital 
for miners and finally a nurs­ 
ing home for aged and re­ 
tarded patients of all ages. 
Most of the dam age was in

where all of the dead were 
found except the victim who 
jumped. 
Ferris said the fire appar­ 
ently started in the first floor 
rear, swept up the stairwell 
and was sucked toward the 
front. 
“ Flam es were gushing from 
(the windows when we got 
here,” he said. 
Hospital reports said the 
dead appeared to have been 
killed by 
the asphyxiation. 
Smoke and light burns ac­ 
counted for the injuries.

Favored in State Poll 
More Rights for Teen-agers 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Results of a California Poll re­ 
leased today indicated public 
opinion is turning in favor of 
allowing 
18-year-olds 
more 
responsibilities and rights of 
adults. 
The 
poll, 
conducted 
by 
Field 
Research Corp., 
said 
Californians 
favor 
allowing 
18-year-olds to be legally res­ 
ponsible for debts, to gamble 
at state race tracks and to 
purchase alcoholic beverages. 
The public seven 
months 
ago lined up better than itwo- 


to-one against perm itting the 
under 20s to buy liquor, the 
pollsters said. Now the public 
is 50-50 on the issue. 
A cross-section of Califor­ 
nians were asked about some 
of the proposed changes af­ 
fecting 18-20-year-old citizens. 
The figures indicate how opi­ 
nions of those 21 and over 
have changed since teenagers 
gained the right to vote in 
elections, said the pollsters. 
In February 61 per cent of 
the 
persons 
polled 
disap­ 
proved of allowing 18-year- 


olds to purchase liquor. The 
August poll showed 48 per 
cent against and 48 per cent 
in favor. 
In February 60 per cent dis­ 
approved of allowing persons 
under 20 to gamble at state 
racetracks. The new poll indi­ 
cates that only 47 per cent 
disapproved. 
As for allowing 18-year-olds 
to incur debts and be legally 
responsible, 59 per cent said 
yes in February, and 69 per 
cent were in favor of it by 
August.

Laird’s statement cam e as 
a coalition of draft opponents, 
volunteer arm y advocates and 
critics of the Vietnam war ap­ 
peared to have the votes to 
block final passage of the bill 
in the Senate Thursday. 
A vote Thursday to “table” 
the bill would not kill it, but 
would delay its passage for 
weeks or months. The last 
draft law expired June 30, 
and no young men have been 
drafted since then. 
Laird 
said 
the 
military 
needs the manpower produced 
by the draft by Nov. 1 “ to 
start 
filling our manpower 
pool.” He said that without 
the draft recruitm ent would 


fall off 40 to 60 per cent, pre­ 
senting a worse loss of man­ 
power than simply loss of 
draftees. 
“ We need this motivating 
factor of the draft to fill our 
manpower needs,” he said. 
Laird was interviewed on 
the NBC-TV Today Show. 
Laird said a Senate vote to 
table the bill would “ be a 
message sent throughout the 
nation and the world” that 
the United States could not 
meet 
its 
m ilitary 
com mit­ 
ments. 
“This is not the time to say 
that 
our 
national 
security 
posture is down,” he said. 
A spokesman for Laird said 
Tuesday that Laird 
felt 
a 
“ dangerous national security 
situation” would be created 
early next year unless the 
draft bill is passed. 
Each house has passed its 
own version of the draft bill, 
and a < onference committee 
has drafted a compromise bill 
between the two versions. 


$3,400,000 
Project for 
Golf Course 


POMONA — Architects be­ 
gan working today on plans to 
bring the Mountain Meadows 
Golf Course here up to cham ­ 
pionship standards at an esti­ 
m ated cost of $3,400,000. 
C o u n t y supervisors ap­ 
proved prelim inary plans and 
specifications for the course 
Tuesday and authorized the 
architects, Williamson, M orris 
and Paige of Long Beach to 
draw up the working plans so 
that the actual construction 
can begin by next August. 
Target date for completion 
has been set for February 
1974. 
Mountain Meadows will be­ 
come part of the giant Frank 
G. Bonelli Regional P ark — a 
2,000-acre 
recreational 
won­ 
derland now under construc­ 
tion around Puddingstone Re­ 
servoir at a cost of $17 m il­ 
lion to $20 million. 
Money for the project is 
coming from a joint-powers 
arrangem ent 
between 
the 
counties and the surrounding 
cities. The arrangem ent per­ 
mits the sale for bonds without 
bond elections. 
Tuesday’s action by the su­ 
pervisors 
takes 
Mountain 
Meadows out of its 30-year 
r o l e 
as 
the 
golf 
course 
“ stepchild” of the Pomona 
Valley, 
and 
guarantees 
it 
equal status with other local 
links. 
The course was 
built in 
1921, but has had a kicking 
around ever since World War 
II, when the 18 holes were 
trim m ed back to 9 to m ake 
room for an arm y installa­ 
tion. After the w ar the course 
got back enough land to add 
three more holes, and more 
land later provided six more 
holes. 
The private links changed 
hands 
several tim es, 
going 
from private operations to the 
city, and back to the county. 
When the county took it over 
in 1963, it was in shambles. 
The condition of the course 
is still far from par with oth­ 
er courses in the area, but re­ 
pairs and renovations have 
been held up pending the in­ 
clusion of the project in the 
Bonelli park concept. 
The 5,000-yard course will 
be extended to 6,500 yards to 
q u a l i f y for championship 
status; its present 50-year-old 
clubhouse will be torn down 
and replaced by a modern 
20,000 square foot facility. 
The entire course will be 
rebuilt with the addition of at 
least 50 acres, according to 
the prelim inary plans.. 
The plans show the clob- 
house and the parking lot, 
which will provide room for 
250 cars, will be located at an 
etnrance off McKinley Avenue 
opposite and just east of the 
present adm inistrative build­ 
ing of Brackett Airport. 
Plans also call for the con­ 
struction of a pro shop, star­ 
ter building two c o m f o r t 
stations, a concession stand 
and an equipment storage and 
office building. A six-foot-tall 
fence will run around the in­ 
tire course. 
Supervisor Frank G. Bonelli 
said the utility systems are 
designed to connect with the 
North Shore development now 
under construction. 
Undeve­ 
loped portions of the site will 
e left in their natural state 
wherever possible.

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Prison Massacre 
Reagan Blames 
Revolutionaries' 


SACRAMENTO 
(UP!) 
- 
Claiming California had under­ 
gone a prison “massacre” of 
its own, Gov. Ronald Reagan 
has blamed the tactics of 
“new revolutionaries” for the 
riot at New York’s 
Attica 
State Prison and recent vio­ 
lence at San Quentin Prison. 
He told newsmen Tuesday 
night there were “some si­ 
milarities” between the Aug. 
21 escape attempt at 
San 
Quentin that left six persons 
dead and the riot at Attica 
State Prison that claimed 40 
lives. 
The trouble at both prisons, 
Reagan said, 
“reflects 
the 
new revolutionary tactics of 
taking revolution into the pri­ 
sons and attacking the system 
there,” the governor said. 
He made the comments at 
Sacramento Metropolitan Air­ 
port shortly after returning 
from the National Governors 
Conference in Puerto Rico. 
Reagan said he was not fa­ 


miliar with all the facts in 
the Attica prison 
riot 
but 
stressed 
“there can be no 
bargaining over hostages’ 
in 
such situations. 
“I think the men (prison 
guards) know that,” he ad­ 
ded. “They are very brave 
men.” 
The governor said the rise 
of revolutionary groups within 
the 
prison 
had 
created 
a 
whole new problem and any 
weakness displayed by au­ 
thorities 
would 
strengthen 
their cause and make life 
more difficult for prison offi­ 
cials and employes. 
As for New York Gov. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller’s decision or­ 
dering that the Attica prison 
be retaken by force, Reagan 
commented: 
“I don’t think he had any 
other choice. 
According 
to 
news releases we read in the 
East, the decision was made 
by his prison authorities and 
he approved it. I’m sure he 


did what he thought was best 
under the circumstances.” 
But the governor had no 
immediate comment on re­ 
ports the California Depart­ 
ment of Corrections was con­ 
sidering asking for an addi­ 
tional $2 million to hire sever- 
a l h u n d r e d more prison 
guards. 
He said he recently ordered 
the department of corrections 
to make a thorough review of 
security at the prisons and 
would await the outcome of 
that investigation. 
“There is no question that 
there is going to have to be a 
change in the (security) sys­ 
tem,” he 
added. 
“We 
are 
going to do whatever has to 
be done to protect the lives of 
guards and inmates.” 
Earlier, State Finance Di­ 
rector Verne ‘Orr said there 
could be no blanket approval 
for an additional $2 million if, 
in fact, it is made by the De­ 
partment of Corrections. 


Should Have Allowed More 
Time--Prison Negotiator 


NEW YORK 
(l!PI)—Rep. 
Herman Badillo, 
D-N.Y., 
a 
member of the citizens obser­ 
ver group which talked with 
rioting Attica state prison in­ 
mates, 
said Tuesday 
Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller should 
have allowed more time for 
negotiations 
and 
not 
have 
sent state police so quickly. 
Badillo said the governor in 
his actions may have bowed 
to public hostility against the 
convicts. Badillo said the hos­ 
tility was very strong among 
the residents of the city of At­ 
tica who he said often refused 
to sell food to some members 
of the observation committee. 
Troops stormed the prison 
Monday to recapture the fa­ 


cility after the inmates took it 
over Thursday. Nine hostages 
and at least 34 inmates were 
killed in the shooting. 
Badillo, speaking at a news 
conference, 
said 
the 
com­ 
mittee urged Rockefeller to 
go to the facility and to grant 
more time for negotiations. 
Rockefeller did not go. 
‘ ‘ We 
u r g e d 
him 
to 
come..not to seek total am­ 
nesty.but to urge him for 
more 
time,” 
Badillo 
said. 
“We 
(comittee 
members) 
all 
agreed 
that 
additional 
time would have been use­ 
ful.” 
Another New York City rep­ 
resentative, Democratic Con­ 
gresswoman Bella Abzug, cal- 


led for a congressional inves­ 
tigation into the riot and the 
way state officials handled it. 
“There is the distinct possi­ 
bility that the governor and 
the state may themselves be 
highly culpable for both the 
conditions which led to the in­ 
surrection by the prisoners 
and the handling of the rebel­ 
lion itself,” she said. 
Mrs. Abzug said there were 
many conflicting stories about 
the riot, but “one thing seems 
abundantly clear at this time: 
the governor should have ac­ 
ceded to the pleas of the 
¡team of observers, which in­ 
cluded responsible legislators 
and citizens, and gone perso­ 
nally to Attica.” 


McGovern Hits Claim 'Something 
He 'Met' With Cong

SAIGON (UPI)—Saigon po­ 
lice chief Trang Si Tan said 
today Sen. George McGovern, 
D-S.D.,

“unwittingly” 
m e e t i n g with Viet Cong 
agents when the church meet­ 
ing site was firebombed Tues­ 
day. 
McGovern 
called 
the 
charge outrageous and com­ 
plained personally to Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu. 
Tan, who is a suitor of 
Thieu’s daughter, said McGo­ 
vern “was not aware that he 
was meeting with Viet Cong 
agents 
and 
cadres” 
when 
they gathered at a Roman 
Catholic church. The meeting 
was broken up with firebombs 
and rocks hurled through the 
windows. 
Tan, a civilian, appeared 
unannounced at the regular 
daily briefing for the Saigon 
press corps and said the fire- 
bombing was carried out by 
indignant People’s Self De­ 
fense Forces (PSDF) units 
who had been barred from 
the church when they tried to 
break up the meeting. The 
PSDFs are a type of home 
guardsmen who patrol stra- 
tegio areas in Saigon. 
M c G o v e r n , an avowed 
Presidential candidate, is an 
outspoken critic of the war 
and of U.S. policy in Vietnam 
and 
is 
sharply 
critical 
of 
Thieu’s decision to run unop­ 
posed in the Oct. 3 presiden­ 
tial election. Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky once threa­ 
tened to kick him out of the

Government Would 
Restrict Appeals 


WASHINGTON (U PI)-The 
Justice Department will op­ 
pose 
legislation 
to 
require 
swift criminal trials unless 
those convicted also are re­ 
stricted 
from

“frivolous” technical appeals 
for years. 
The department also has 
urged Congress to soften by 
law recent Supreme Court de­ 
cisions guaranteeing rights of 
criminal accused —the basis 
f o r 
m a n y 
appeals 
—on 
grounds the court’s rulings 
were more “designed to dis­ 
cipline police officers” than 
to ensure fair trials. 
Assistant Attorney General 
William H. Rehnquist, making 
the department’s first public 
response to pending speedy- 
trial legislation, said Tuesday 
it would 
“support in 
sub­ 
stance” 
the 
bill’s 
aim 
of 
speeding up the criminal jus­ 
tice system. 
But 
Rehnquist 
said 
the 
measure’s central 
provision 
— requiring that anyone ac­ 
cused of a federal crime be 
set free if he isn’t brought to 
trial within 60 days —Is “not 
only draconic, but quite one­ 
sided in its sanctions” against 
the prosecution without cor­ 
responding penalties if it is 
the defense that stalls a trial. 
“The result would be that a 
defendant held to answer for 
a serious crime would go scot 


nor 
free —neither convicted 
acquitted .

Rehnquist testi­ 
fied before a 
Senate 
con­ 
stitutional 
rights 
subcom­ 
mittee. 
“We 
would 
oppose 
such a provision) if it stood by 
itself in a bill such as this.” 


But if the measure were 
coupled with restrictions on 
habeas corpus appeals 
and 
revised as to other details, he 
said, “we would support it.” 
Rehnquist said the biggest 
single barrier to speedy jus­ 
tice in federal courts is not 
the initial trial, but “abuse” 
of habeas corpus appeals in

The state is 
conducting fingerprint checks 
on the correspondence. 
—In 
Las 
Vegas, 
repre­ 
sentatives of Hughes Tool Co. 
released the contents of the 
letter that asked the state to 
allow three of Hughes’ top 
executives to represent him 
in an application to reorga­ 
nize his Nevada casinos. 
Maheu was chief of Nevada 
operations for Hughes until 
last December when he was 
fired and Maheu subsequently 
filed a $50 million suit, ar­ 
guing that it was not Hughes’ 
order that ousted him. 
Morton Galane, attorney for 
Maheu, asked the State Su­ 
preme Court to clear the way 
so 
that 
pretrial depositions

Galane also asked the court 
to issue an order to allow his 
client to publicly disclose let­ 
ters between him and his for­ 
mer boss.

Jackson, 
John 
Clutchette 
and Fleeta Drumgo, the so 
called Soledad brothers were 
charged with the murder of 
Soledad guard John V. Mills 
in January of 1970. Drumco 
and Clutchette are presently 
in San Quentin awaiting trial.

the case 
against Jackson should con­ 
tinue so he can be cleared of

al code revision in 99 years. 
Chief among 
the 
sugges­ 
tions on sex is to reduce the 
age of consent for intercourse 
from 18 to 16 and legalize all 
bedroom 
behavior for con­ 
senting adults. 
B u t 
t h e 
staff 
recom­ 
mendations released Tuesday 
also call for retention of the 
death penalty and extended 
prison terms for rebellious in­ 
mates. 
Sen. 
Donald 
L. 
Grunsky, 
R-Watsonville, 
chairman 
of 
the 
Joint 
Legislative 
Com­ 
mittee for 
Revision of the 
Penal Code, stressed to news­ 
men that the proposals were 
the staff’s and not his or the 
panel’s. 
‘T he recommendations are 
tentative and have not been 


acted upon by the Joint com­ 
mittee, which will hold public 
hearings at a later date,” 
said Grunsky, a lawyer in pri­ 
vate life. 
However, he said the com­ 
mittee next year will probab­ 
ly sponsor an omnibus penal 
revision 
bill 
based on 
the 
staff report, which has been 
in preparation since 1963. The 
penal code was written 
in 
1872. 
Gordon Ringer, a former 
deputy state attorney general, 
told a news conference the 
code “contains a great deal of 
19th Century moral language” 
and needs to be modernized. 
“Our first aim is clarity,” 
Ringer said, adding the staff 
also intended to update the 
criminal code to accommo­ 
date the change in public atti­ 
tudes. 
Some of the major recom- 
m e n d a t i o n s of the staff 
would: 
—Require 
an 
inmate 
to 


serve his minimum sentence 
before becoming eligible for 
parole. 
—Permit abortion on 
de­ 
mand 
performed 
by 
a 
li­ 
censed doctor. 
—Reduce the age of consent 
to 16. 
—Wipe off the books laws 
dealing with oral and anal co­ 
pulation between 
consenting 
adults, married or single. 
—Make it a crime to patro­ 
nize a prostitute. 
—Permit limited gambling 
between individuals. 
Ringer explained the staff 
suggestion on gambling would 
permit three bets in a day, 
but would continue to outlaw 
organized wagering conducted 
on electronic devices. 
He said bets between pat­ 
rons at a public bar on a foot­ 
ball game would be legal, as 
would a poker game at so­ 
meone’s house, although not 
at a private club. 
Ringer stressed the penal 


code revisions were “socially 
coherent 
and 
intellectually , 
consistent” with current pub­ 
lic opinion and attitudes. 
He said another major sec­ 
tion deals with setting up a 
system of crimes by degree, 
which would be merged and 
coordinated with a set punish­ 
ment. The degree would de­ 
termine the penalty. 
But the staff chief said gen­ 
eral maximum terms would 
be trimmed from what they 
are today, because “too many 
life 
sentences” 
were 
being 
imposed and not served. 
As an example, he cited the 
crime of rape, 
which cur­ 
rently carries a three-years- 
to-life term. Under the prop 
osed change, the term would 
be 18 months to 15 years. 
The 
death 
penalty 
would 
still be retained for first de­ 
gree murder and assaults by 
prisoners serving life terms, 
but would he eliminated for 
“kidnaping for the purpose of 


robbery.” 
Ringer said the proposed 
elimination was 
the statute 
under which Caryl Chessman 
was executed in the early 
1960s. 
He 
said 
Chessman 
would not have been executed 
under the proposal. 
But inmates, who prison of­ 
ficials 
deem 
dangerous 
to 
society although 
they 
have 
completed their term, could 
be kept behind bars for ano­ 
ther five years if a judge or 
jury agree with the warden. 
The staff recommended no 
gun licensing or registering, 
but suggested that it be a 
felony to carry a loaded wea­ 
pon in a public or private 
place—except in a person’s 
home or on his land. 
Ringer said two other rec­ 
ommendations for revision of 
drug and narcotics laws and 
correction statutes, including 
parole procedures, are near 
completion and will be re­ 
leased later.

I t a l y 
(UPI)—Police raided a Vene­ 
tian island at dawn today and 
recovered five masterworks 
stolen last week in what one 
art expert called Italy’s big­ 
gest art theft of the past half 
century. 
Two paintings by Giovanni 
Bellini, called, Giambellino, 
and three panels on wood by 
Bartolomeo 
Vivarini 
were 
found under cover on the is­ 
land of Poveglia facing the 
Lido, best known of the sand 
bar islands that separate the 
Venice lagoon from the Adr­ 
iatic Sea. 
Authorities said two of the 
Vivarini 
panels 
had 
been 
slightly 
damaged 
but 
the 
works apparently had not had 
time 
to 
suffer 
from 
the 
changes in temperature and 
humidity which art experts 
had feared could destroy the 
15th century paintings. 
All five were stolen last 
Tuesday from the Basilica of 


St. John and St. Paul, re­ 
nowned among art lovers for 
its treasures and statuary. 
The basilica is the 
burial 
place of many of the Doges, 
the medieval and Renaissance 
rulers of the Venetian city- 
state. 
Prof. 
Francesco 
Valcono- 
ver, 
superintendent 
of 
art 
works and monuments for the 
Venice region, rushed to po­ 
lice headquarters to see the 
works he previously had va­ 
lued at $3.2 million. 
“The nightmare has ended 
in the happiest way,” he ex­ 
claimed to newsmen. “What 
counts most is that the paint­ 
ings have come back into our 
possession in the best con- 
d i t i o n , 
barring 
a 
few 
scratches on the San Lorenzo 
and San Domenico panels.

Drug Tests 
A Must for 
Servicemen 


WASHINGTON

D r u g-dependent servicemen 
leaving 
Vietnam must now 
take treatment for their prob­ 
lem, according to the head of 
the White House Office on 
Drug Abuse Prevention. 
Dr. Jerome H. Jaffe said

policy of giving servicemen a 
choice between treatment and 
early discharge had failed. 
Most drug abusers opted for 
discharge, taking their prob­ 
lems with them. 
Jaffe also told a Senate Vet­

that tests indicate about 5.15 
per cent of Vietnam serv­ 
icemen 
were 
heavy 
drug 
users, but he said the true 
figure was somewhat higher, 
possibly 10 per cent or more. 
Only serious abusers can be 
spotted through testing, ac­ 
cording to Jaffe, because the 
men know when the tests are 
scheduled and light users ab­ 
stain for a few days beforehand 
to escape detection. 
To serve veterans with drug 
habits, the Veterans Admin­ 
istration 
is 
developing 
32 
treatment facilities with a ca­ 
pacity of 12,000 men annually.

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Ombudsman To Represent 


Consumer Studied by FDA 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
F o o d 
and 
Drug 
Admin­ 
istration (FDA) is negotiating 
witl< consumer advocates on 
creation of an ombudsman 
who would represent the con­ 
sumer viewpoint on issues 
ranging from food additives 
, to drug labeling. 
Private consumer groups 
are pushing the idea as an 
entree into an agency they 
consider oriented toward in­ 
dustry. 
FDA Commissioner Charles 
C. Edwards and Deputy Com­ 
missioner James D. Grant 
said they welcomed the idea 
because it would provide a 
contact, or lobbyist, who was 
both familiar with FDA issues 
and able to funnel the often 
disparate views of consumer 
groups. 
The negotiations currently 
are hung up on the consumer 
groups’ demands that their 
man be involved in FDA po­ 
licymaking to an unprece­ 
dented extent. 
“ We want some official in­ 
volvement in development of 
FDA policy, including presen­ 
tation of the consumer view 
in each stage of policy devel­ 
opment,” said James S. Turn­ 


er, a former associate of 
Ralph Nader. Turner wrote 
“The 
Chemical 
Feast,” 
a 
book sharply critical of past 
FDA actions. 
In an interview, Edwards 
and Grant said they would 
gladly give the ombudsman 
a i much entree as any in­ 
dustry or medical group but 
could not go further. 
“ The commissioner has leg­ 
al and management respon­ 
sibilities for the FDA and he 
can’t delegate them outside 
the agency,” Grant said. 
Both sidies, however, said 
t h e y were optimistic 
an 
agreement would be reached. 
“ Our man’s job will be to 
increase the organizational ef­ 
fectiveness of the consumer 
movement,” Turner said. In 
many cases, he said, the om­ 
budsman would not give opi­ 
nions himself but rather di­ 
rect FDA officials to con­ 
sumer experts on specific is­ 
sues. 
Edwards and Grant said 
this would serve the FDA’s 
interests, too. They said they 
often discuss an issue with 
s e v e r a l consumer groups, 
then find themselves criti- 


Changes in School 


Lunch Program Hit 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
— 
Thousands of poor children will 
go hungry unless the adminis­ 
tration changes new regula­ 
tions for the school lunch pro­ 
gram, 41 senators have warned 
President Nixon. 
The senators, including 10 
Republicans, said in a letter 
to Nixon released Tuesday 
the new regulations would re­ 
quire many schools “ to elimi- 
n a t e child nutrition 
pro­ 
grams.” “ Absenteeism, 
dro­ 
pouts and apathetic students 
will negate the benefits of the 
multibillion dollar investment 
fo r p u b l i c and private 
schools,” the senators wrote. 
“ And finally, and most impor­ 
tant, there will continue to be 
hungry children in America’s 
schools.” 
T h e Agriculture Depart­ 
ment Aug. 13 proposed new 
regulations that would alter 
the formula used to reim­ 
burse schools for free and 
reduced cost lunches for por 
children. 


Some lawmakers and school 
administrators have charged 
the effect of the rules would 
be to cut last year’s reim­ 
bursement rate of 60 cents 
per meal to 35 cents. 
T h e Agriculture Depart­ 
ment has contended critics 
“ misunderstood” 
the 
prop­ 
osed regulation changes. Its 
spokesmen said the 35-cent 
figure was intended to be a 
nationwide floor for reimburs­ 
ing schools and was not a 
ceiling. 
However, 
Sen. 
Abraham 
Ribicoff, D-Conn., charged in 
a Senate speech Tuesday that 
the regulations “ assure the 
continuation of hunger for 
thousands of school children.” 
And Sen. Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey, D-Minn., charged in a 
speech prepared for delivery 
today that the administration 
“ is more concerned about fis­ 
cal penny-pinching than about 
a s s u r i n g that, millions of 
needy children receive at least 
one good meal a day.”

Confusing 


CHICAGO

ment’s Emergency Broadcast 
System Tuesday caused wi­ 
despread confusion at radio 
and television stations across 
the nation. One major radio 
network was off the air for 
more than 30 minutes. 
The White House commu

inated the random test on its 
Emergency Action Notifica­ 
tion System (EANS) teletype 
network anl the UPI broad­ 
cast newswire relayed the 
message to thousands of radio 
and television stations. 
ABC’s radio network went 
off the air from 2:14 p.m 
EDT until 2:48 p.m. EDT, 
c a n c e l i n g two scheduled 
newscasts. Numerous 
radio 
and television stations report 
ed confusion over the message 
and several reported the test 
message carried an improper 
“ authenticator,” 
the 
code 
words used on EANS mes­ 
sages. 
The EANS message carried 
the authenticator “ Showboat 
Showboat.” 
The text read: 
“ This message authorizes a 
closed circuit test of 
the 
Emergency 
Broadcast 
Sys 
tern. Repeat, this message 
authorizes a closed circuit 
test of the Emergency Broad­ 
cast System. All stations will 
take actions as stated on 
green instruction card for his 
test.” 
The White House commu 
nications department would 
only confirm that it had orig­ 
inated a “ random and un­ 
scheduled” test of the emer­ 
gency broadcast system. A 
spokesman said there had not 
been sufficient “ feed ack” to 
make an evaluation of the 
test. 
A spokesman for the Feder­ 
al Communication Commis­ 
sion said he was unable to 
say exactly what procedure 
stations should have followed. 
There was apparently some 
confusion in the sequence of 
the emergency broadcast sys­ 
tems. 
The message on the EANS 
teletype system should have 
been followed by a “ voiced” 
message on the voice broad­ 
cast network. CBS, Mutual 
and the UPI audio networks 
received and relayed such a 
voice message, but it pre­ 
ceded the teletype test.

New Landing Sites on Moon 
Under Study by Officials 


By AL ROSS1TER JR . 
UPI Space Writer 
CAPE KENNEDY (U P1)- 
The success of Apollo 15 has 
prompted project officials to 
take a new look at a wide 
variety of possible moon ex­ 
ploration sites for Apollo 17’s 
final lunar landing late next 
year. 
“This is our last chance,” 
said Lee R. Scherer, director 
of lunar exploration for the 
Apollo program. “The impor­ 
tant thing is to obtain the 
greatest amount of informa­ 
tion for closing the books on 
Apollo that will help us make 
the right decisions in the fu­ 
ture. 
“ Since it’s the last site, 
we’re going to consider every­ 
thing, every clue that exists. 
The books are wide open.” 
There was even talk of a 
landing in the intriguing crater 
Tsiolkovsky on the moon’s far 
side. 
This, 
however, 
was 
ruled out by program director 
Rocco A. Petrone because a 
satellite would be required to 
relay radio communications 
from the explorers around the 
moon to earth. 
Prime Candidates 
Scherer said in a telephone 
interview 
from 
Washington 
that 
the 
Crater 
Alphonsus 
was selected last June as the 
prime candidate for Appol 17 
and it remains at the head of 
the list. 
But he said scientists were 


e x a m i n i n g rock samples, 
scientific data obtained from 
orbit and photographs gath­ 
ered by last month’s Apollo 15 
mission to see if there are 
any other accessible areas 
that might be even more pro­ 
ductive scientifically. 
“There are many candidate 
sites, some of them of great 
s c i e n t i f i c interest,” said 
Apollo 17 lunar module pilot 
Harrison H. (Jack) Schmitt, a 
professional 
geologist 
who 
will be the first scientist to go 
to the moon. 
“We’re going to learn an 
awful lot of things in the next 
few months, both from the 
(Apollo 15) photography and 
the observations of the crew 
and also from the analysis of 
the samples,” Schmitt said. 
Scherer said the 
landing 
site probably will be selected 
before the end of the year to 
give Schmitt, mission com­ 
mander Eugene A. 
Cernan 
and command module pilot 
Ronald E. Evans sufficient 
training time. Apollo 17 is set 
for launch in December, 1972. 
Broad Flatlands 
The first two Apollo mis­ 
sions landed on broad flat­ 
lands, Apollo 14 explored a 
hilly stretch of terrain and 
Apollo 15’s astronauts studied 
the flank of the Apennine 
Mountains and a winding can­ 
yon and may have collected a 
piece of the ancient lunar 
crust. 


Apollo 16’s astronauts will 
land in the rugged Central 
Highlands next March to stu­ 
dy the processes that formed 
the upland type of terrain 
that covers most of the moon. 
By landing on the floor of 
the Crater Alphonsus, Apollo 
17’s astronauts would be able 
to reach primitive lunar ma­ 
terial in the crater walls. 
They also could explore fea­ 
tures that appear like small 
volcanoes. 
Among the other sites un­ 
der consideration for Apollo 
17, Scherer said, are the Cra­ 
ter Gassendi south of 
the 
Ocean of Storms and areas 
near the rim of the Sea of 
Crises on the eastern edge of 
the moon’s front side. 
“We’re starting our final 
site selection sequence much 
earlier because we realize it’s 
going to be very difficult to 
get an opinion, and because 
it’s so all-ifred important,” 
Scherer said. “1 can’t think of 
any other single decision in 
Apollo as important.”

He used has last press 
conference to support the la­ 
test Viet Cong proposals ito 
the Vietnam war. 
“ I just want to make it 
very clear that I will not 
serve beyond 
my

term even for a limited pe­ 
riod of one year or two years 
or two months, under any cir­ 
cumstances,” he said in what 
he called his last news confer­ 
ence as U.N. chief executive. 
“ My decision is final and 
categorical. I am convinced 
that, if the membership real­ 
izes that my decision is ir­ 
revocable, it will concentrate 
on the selection of a suitable 
successor. I do not think the

of

will 
arise.” 
In what was regarded1 as a 
departure from his past pol­ 
icy, Thant chose his last-act 
news conference to endorse in 
general the seven-point peace 
proposal put before the Viet­ 
nam peace talks by Mme. 
Nguyen Thi Binh, chief of the 
N a t i o n a l Liberation Front 
(Viet Cong) 
delegation 
on 
July 1. 
Mme. Binh offered the re­ 
lease of American prisoners 
of war if there were total 
withdrawal 
of

from Vietnam by the end of 
1970. 


“ Of course,” Thant told his 
news conference, 
“ clarifica­ 
tions are necessary. In my 
view, Mrs. Thi Binh’s prop­ 
osals constitute a very good 
opportunity—perhaps the best 
opportunity 
so 
far” —for 
breaking the deadlock. I very 
much hope that the parties 
concerned will look into these 
proposals very seriously, of 
course after eliciting clarifi­ 
cations on some points“ . 
On the overriding question 
before the General Assembly 
session opening next Tues­ 
day— the seating of Commu­ 
nist China —Thant said be 
was convinced that Peking’s 
declaration that it would not

Recalled; 317 Died 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (U P I)— 
Two convicts at the 
Ohio 
penitentiary set some wood 
shavings on fire April 21, 
1930, in an attempt to cover 
up their planned escape. The 
resulting blaze, the deadliest 
prison tragedy in U.S. penal 
history, killed 317 men who 
were locked in their cells. 
Some of tbe victims burned 
to death. Others died;in the 
heavy smoke. A few were dri­ 
ven insane by fear and com­ 
mitted suicide. 
The fire turned cell blocks 
“ G” and “ H” into blazing 
p y r e s . The trapped men 
groaned, screamed for help 
and battered the, steel bars of 
their cells. 
Many inmates turned on 
water taps in their cells to 
wet thenr clothing and hair in 
desperate attempts to escape 
the blaze. Others, when heat 
b e c a m e 
i n t e n s e , 
put their heads into filled wa­ 
ter basins and drowned. 


Petitions Ask 
Calley Pardon 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Pe­ 
titions bearing 22,000 names 
asking President Nixon to par­ 
don Lt. Wiliam L. Calley Jr., 
have been delivered to the 
White House. 
Making the delivery Tues­ 
day was Richard Barrett, 27, 
a Jackson, Miss., law student, 
who said he represented a 
Vietnam war veterans’ group 
known as America's Victory 
Force. 
“ Calley got a raw deal,” 
Barrett said of the leiutenant 
convicted of murdering civi­ 
lians at My Lai. “ He got 
stabbed from behind by folks 
w h o d o n ’ t 
support 
our 
troops.” 


During the followup investi­ 
gation, two men confessed to 
starting the fire as part of an 
escape plot, by placing a woo­ 
den float on a pan of oil with 
a lighted candle atop St and 
wood shivings around the base 
of the candle. 
They said they estimated 
the fire would start as most 
inmates were in the prison 
yards. 
They were wrong. 
The fire did not begin until 
most prisoners were locked in 
their cell blocks for the night. 
Both of the leaders of the es­ 
cape plot committed suicide. 
Although many persons pro­ 
tested restoration, saying a 
new prison was needed, the 
fire damage was repaired. 
The same prison, built to 
house Civil War prisoners, re­ 
mains in use today, but its 
days are numbered. A new 
facility is scheduled to go into

South Taking Busing 


With Less Opposition 


Than Desegregation

ATLANTA (UPI) — The 
South appears to be accepting 
the forced busing of its school 
children with much less ado 
than it did the massive dese­ 
gregation of its schools last 
year. 
That doesn’t 
mean 
that 
Southerners like busing; they 
don’t. But most of them see 
nothing to be gained by the 
turmoil that marked the be- 
g i n n i n g of “ totally inte­ 
grated’’ schools 
last 
fall. 
Many feel there is little re­ 
course but compliance and 
continued pressure on Con­ 
gress to change the law. 
In fact, the South so calmly 
began 
new 
school 
terms, 
which in many instances re­ 
quired extensive busing to 
carry out federal desegrega­ 
tion programs, that it won 
praise last week from Presi­ 
dent Nixon. 
Assistant Attorney General 
David L. Norman, chief of the 
Justice 
Department’s 
Civil 
Rights Division, also com­ 
mended the “ deep conviction 
the part oB citizens of this 
country to comply with the 
law.” 
There has been opposition 
to busing from such organ­ 
izations as SONS Save Our 
Neighborhood Schools in New­ 
port News, Va., and SNOB 
Say No On Busing at Wil­ 
mington, N.C., but all of t it 
has been passive. Class boy­ 
cotts have been the most 
widely 
used 
protests 
and 
these have been relatively 
ineffective. 
No violence has been re­ 
ported in any of the southern 
states as a result of busing to 
achieve a racial balance in 
schools. The only major dese­ 
gregation 
violence 
in 
the 
South was in Texas, where a 
black student was shot to 
death at Lubbock Thursday 
and white and black youths 
clashed in a high school at 
Austin last week. 
President Nixon last week 
commended 
Dixie 
for 
its 
“ calm” 
beginning 
of 
new 
school terms which, in many 
instances, required extensive 
busing to carry out federal 
desegregation programs. 
South Carolina officials esti­ 
mated about half of 
that 
state’s 625,000 school children 
are being used — not all for 
' racial reasons — and they re­ 
port 
no 
major problems. 
In Alabama, where Gov. 
George Wallace called upon 
parents to defy federal courts 
by taking their children to 
neighborhood schools, the sit­ 
uation 
also 
was 
peaceful. 
Mobile 
Connty, 
Alabama’s 
largest school system, saw 
only a scattering of students 
reporting to the wrong schools 
at the start of a new term 
Wednesday. 
Mobile school board chair­ 
man Charles McNeil attri­ 
buted the lack of protest and 
confusion to extensive cove­ 
rage by the news media. 
“ The people . . were aware 
of the plan and where their 
children were going before 
school started,” he said. 
Lt. Gov. Lester Maddox de­ 


manded that 
Gov. 
Jimmy 
Carter go to jail if necessary 
to halt busing in Georgia, but 
Carter refused to interfere. 
The only intense opposition to 
busingin Georgia came in Sa­ 
vannah, where 21,500 of the 
port city’s 38,000 students are 
being bused. 
On opening day Sept. 3, 
some schools had 50 per cent 
absences in what an antibus­ 
ing leader said was a “ very 
effective” boycott. A crowd 
blocked a school entrance but 
dispersed when police ar­ 
rived. About 500 white par­ 
ents 
burned 
school 
board 
chairman Julian Halligan in 
effigy outside the education 
building. But Halligan says 
the boycott is failing. “ We 
have every indication that the 
boycott is diminishing with 
each passing day,” he said 
A boycott also was used at 
Nashville, Tenn., where 49,000 
of the Tennessee capital’s 96,- 
000 students are being bused. 
School officials reported reg­ 
istration at 75 to 85 per cent 
on opening day. 
Wilmington, N.C., schools 
reported a sharp drop in at­ 
tendance the first day as a 
result of a boycott, but offi­ 
cials said 
attendance 
has 
been rising since. 
There has been an increase 
in private school enrollment 
in some areas, particularly 
Jacksonville, Fla., where 55,- 
000 of 123,000 children ride 
buses. Mississippi also saw a 
jump in private school stu­ 
dents, especially in systems 
where blacks are in the ma­ 
jority. Two parents groups 
helped boost public schools in 
Jackson, Miss., where about 
9,000 students, double 
last 
y e a r ’ s figure, are being 
bused. 
Busing increased from 35,- 
000 to 42,000 in Dade Miami 
County, 
Fla., the 
nation’s 
sixth largest school system, 
without incident, and Rich­ 
mond, Va., bused 21,000 of its 
4 3,000 students with no 
trouble. 
There is only scattered bus­ 
ing in Louisiana.

The Doctor Comments 
Abortion Is a Part 
Of Medical History

DEAR DR. LAMB — A few 
years ago I had a self-induced 
septic abortion followed by a 
D and C (dilatation and curet­ 
tage of the womb) I am pre­ 
paring for surgery now and 
have not mentioned this to 
my gynecologist. Is this an 
important part of my past 
medical history and should I 
tell him? 
Dear Reader - Of course it 
is important. A doctor is han­ 
dicapped enough dealing with 
the complexities of illness and 
the human body without the 
problem of not getting a com­ 
plete story of the patient’s 
past illnesses. You want your 
doctor to be prepared to do 
the best possible for you. Let 
him decide if something is 
important. 
I am always a little sad 
about women and abortions, 
particularly the real dangers 
that 
some 
women 
expose 
themselves to. The trip to 
some seamy apartment house 
or the trips across the border 
are all real dangers to a 
woman’s health. So are most 
self-induced efforts. Obviously 
there is no good answer to 
the problem. I do think how­ 
ever for those who insist on 
having an abortion that it 
would be much better to have 
it done in a reputable profes­ 
sional setting with modem 
medical facilities than under 


conditions that may cause 
permanent injury or even 
death. For those who need 
facts I would recommend Da­ 
vid Hendin’s little fact book 
e n t i t l e d “ Everything You 
Need to Know About Abor­ 
tion,” published by Pinnacle 
Books. 
I consider this little book a 
solid blow against the sordid 
practices of the criminal ele­ 
ment which sometimes flou­ 
rishes around voluntary abor- 
tion.

P l e a s e explain the term 
“ fairly large hiatal hernia 
present with reflux.” This is 
the result of a G.I. series that 
I had done. 
Dear Reader — The X-rays 
of your stomach showed that 
a portion of the stomach was 
herniated through the diaph­ 
ragm. A considerable amount 
of the barium mixture you 
swallowed was easily regurgi­ 
tated backward from the sto­ 
mach below the diaphragm 
into the hernia portion above 
the diaphragm or into the lo­ 
wer esophagus tube that joins 
the stomach at that region. 
These are fairly common. 
Some cause symptoms, in­ 
cluding chest pain and indi­ 
gestion, others seem to cause 
no problem. 
I once saw a fairly large 
hernia of the stomach through 
a hole in the diaphragm of a 
young jet test pilot. He was 
one of the best pilots. He was

New Tax Measures Will 
Delay Social Security Bill 


WASHINGTON (N E A )-T h e 
new Social Security porposals 
of 1971, calling for a 5 per cent 
across the board benefit in- 
crease 
payable 
next 
June, 
may be hung up awhile in the 
Senate as Congress begins at­ 
tending to President Nixon s 
urgent tax package. 
Senate Finance Com m ittee 


hearings starting Sept. 21 on 
the proposals contained in the 
House-passed omnibus H.R 1 
normally, 
com m ittee 
aides 
say would last three to four 
w e e k s . 
But 
interruptions 
seems almost certain. 
T h e President’s 
recom­ 
mendations for a 10 per tent 
business investment tax cre­ 
dit, a wipe-out of the 7 per 
cent excise tax on automo­ 
biles, and a speedup of the 
scheduled boost in personal 
income tax exemptions will 
force other business 
aside 
when they reach Congress. 
The House Ways and Means 
Committee, of course, will get 
the package first. But given 
the expected fast pace there 
the measures probably will 
get to the Senate well before 
it completes action on H R. 1. 
Som etim e In Novem ber 
Finance committee people 
now are saying it likely will 
he at least mid-November be 
fore H R. 1 moves to the Sen­ 
ate floor. Since it contains not 
o n l y 
Social Security 
and 
Medicare 
amendments 
but 
sweeping welfare reforms, it 
is sure to be bogged in con­ 
troversy there for days or 


weeks. 
For a brief time after Ni­ 
xon’s Aug. 15 economic mes­ 
sage, it was thought Social 
Security changes might be 
speeded. He proposed delay­ 
ing welfare reform. With that 
sticky item out of H.R. 1, it 
could have sailed through. It 
turns out the President wants 
the r e f o r m s enacted as 
switfly as ever, and merely 
wants their effective dute de­ 
layed. 
Aside from the certain Sen­ 
ate dispute over welfare, the 
broad Social Security prop­ 
osals could get entangled in 
partisan battle, since liberal 
Senate Democrats may try to 
use them to fatten the lagging 
economy. They have 
tried 
this in earlier, less difficult 
times. 
The new bill, with its 5 per 
cent benefit hike estimated to 
pump $2.1 billion into benefi­ 
ciaries’ hands the first full 
year, also calls for a steady 
round 
of 
cost-of-living 
in­ 
creases thereafter. 
And 
it 
would institute other benefit 
changes, adding perhaps ano­ 
ther $1.6 billion. 
There should be no thought, 
however, 
that 
these 
gains 
would come without cost. Un­ 
der present law. the U.S. 
worker pays 5 2 per cent of 
his paycheck into Social Se­ 
curity until his yearly earn­ 
ings 
have 
reached 
$7,800. 
Next year that tax base is set 
to he broadened to $0,000. 
That isn’t seen as sufficient 


by Mills, in the light of the 
proposed rising scale of bene­ 
fits under H.R. 1 — which he 
largely shaped. He put in a 
still wider yearly tax base for 
next year — $10,200 — and a 
s t i f f e r tax rate increase 
scheduled that would increase 
the bite in 1972 to 5.4 per 
cent, and ultimately (in 1977 
and after) to 7.4 per cent. 
Democrats, off their past 
performance, seem bound to 
attempt two things: to lift the 
p r o p o s e d 1972 benefit in­ 
creases higher still, and to 
postpone or modify planned 
offsetting tax boosts. 


Mills May Balk 
Whatever the Senate does 
in this respect this fall, hard- 
fibered Wilbur Mills will not 
buy. He thinks the new bene­ 
fit features, especially the 
cost-of-living clauses, are li­ 
beral enough. And he insists 
that the program be not only 
‘ ‘ pa y-as-you-go,” but well 
enough financed by tax; con­ 
tributions to build very sub­ 
stantial reserves. 
Senate liberals know Mills’ 
mind quite well, but they rw*- 
ver stop trying. If they press 
hard this time, arguing th:.*

Malta Plays East Against 
West To Fatten Income 


Dorn Mintoff, who squeaked 
in as Malta’s prime minister 
in a close election last June, 
is in the happy position of a 
poker player sitting with a 
royal flush in his hand. 
He is using it against Bri­ 
tain, from whom Malta ach­ 
ieved independence in 1964, 
and the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO). 
So far as NATO is con­ 
cerned the island’s strategic 
importance has declined. But 
other factors have entered the 
picture. Included among them 
are Russian aimbitions in the 
Mediterranean, the Arab-ls- 
raeli conflict and Spanish am­ 
bitions to re-occupy Gibraltar. 
Angling 
for 
influence 
in 
Malta, along with the Rus­ 
sians, has been Libya which 
sees it as a waypoint in the 
shipment of Mideastern oil 
and an important element in 
the fight against Israel. Min­ 
toff already has told the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet to stop its calls at 
the Maltese port of Valeria 
and the Russians and Libyans 
are hoping for failure of the 
negotiations with Britain. 
Moscow has promised “ to­ 
tal” support in “ liquidating 
colonial 
domination” 
from 
Malta and has promised to 
exam ine question of economic 


aid. 


Libya also has been talking 
with Mintoff on questions of 
defense and aid. 
The Libyans would like to 
use Malta as a base for a 
fleet of Arab oil tankers. Her 
own port facilities are inade­ 
quate. 
The question of air control 
over that portion of the Medi­ 
terranean also has come up. 
There has been speculation 
that when Valeria air con­ 
trollers refused to let a BOAC 
airliner land they may have 
enabled the Libyan govern­ 
ment to force the liner down 
at Benghazi and seize two 
leaders of the short-lived coup 
in Sudan. 
The Libyan moves have 
brought Israel into the pic­ 
ture, presumably with coun­ 
ter-offers. These could include 
orders to Valetta shipyards 
for vessels to help build up 
Israel’s merchant fleet. 
Spain’s sudden interest in 
NATO also is traced to Mal­ 
ta’s status, or lack of it, in 
the matter of Mediterranean 
defenses. 
The reasoning is that if the 
B r i t i s h-NATO negotiations 
w i t h Malta should break 
down, then Gibraltar might 
take on new importance as a 
NATO base. If Spain were a 
member of NATO, then hoi 


ships could call on Gibraltar 
and possibly become an open­ 
ing edge in Spain’s efforts to 
break Britain’s 267-year-old 
hold on “The Rock.” 
These are some) of 
the 
“ iffy” 
questions 
posed 
by 
Mintoff’s determination that 
Malta shall determine its own 
destiny after some 2,000 years 
of being controlled by others. 
But despite his tough talk 
about throwing the British 
and NATO out, there is no 
disposition 
to 
believe 
he 
wants to turn his island over 
to the Russians. 
B r i t i s h officials remain 
quietly optimistic about an 
early agreement permitting 
British troops to remain. 
Britain had been paying 
“ rent” of $12.5 million a year, 
and, with some help from 
NATO, has offered to bring it 
up to $20.4 million. Mintoff 
has scaled his demands down 
from $72 million to $36 million. 
The final settlement probably 
will 
be s o m e w h e r e in 
between, ending the risk that 
a Soviet naval base might be 
established there. 
The British, it is said, will 
not object if Mintoff allows 
repair work to be done on So­ 
viet ships in Malta’s dry 
docks.

No Promotion for Him 
FTC Chief Will Keep Post 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—Miles 
W. Kirkpatrick, the Federal 
T r a d e 
Commission 
(FTC) 
chairman 
whose 
regulatory 
crackdown has angered some 
businessmen, 
plans to 
keep 
his job despite reports that 
the administration wants to 
promote him out of it. 
Kirkpatrick said Monday in 
an interview he would decline 
either job reportedly to be of­ 
fered him —a judgeship on 
the 3rd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in 
Philadelphia 
or 
the post of ambassador to 
Belgium. 
Kirkpatrick, 53, emphasized 
that he doubted the reports 
were true, anyway. He said 
no one in the administration 
had criticized his work at the 
FTC or hinted another job 
might be in the offing. 
He indicated he was publi­ 
cly responding to the reports 
because of their adverse ef­ 
fect on FTC personnel. 
Some FTC staff mem bers 
interpreted 
the 
supposed 
change as a White House at­ 
tempt to blunt the agency’s 


drive against allegedly decep­ 
tive advertising, unfair trade 
practices and anticompetitive 
corporate mergers. 
“The reports are 
a 
total 
mystery to m e,” Kirkpatrick 
said. 
“ I’ve 
had 
no 
indication 
from anyone in ithe admin­ 
istration that any other job 
will be offered to me. 
“ I’m aware, of course, that 
there’s a vacancy on the 3rd 
Circuit Court. If I were of­ 
fered the job, and T have no 
reason to believe it will hap­ 
pen, I would decline it.” 
Asked about the am bassa­ 
dorship. Kirkpatrick said “ I 
would decline that too.” 
“When T accepted this job 
last year t felt I assumed an 
obligation,” Kirkpatrick said. 
“ I don’t think I’ve fulfilled it 
yet and I propose to fulfill 
it.”

Kirkpatrick

Philadelphia, 
was

FTC chairman by President

Former Assemblyman Wil­ 
liamson, now executive offi­ 
cer of the state Senate Rules 
Committee, says, “ I think the 
thing turned out pretty much 
as anybody had a right to 
think it would turn out. 
“ I suppose at the outset we 
thought there would be a lar­ 
ger percentage of prime land 
in it than was expected. But

Persians Plan 
Royal Blast 
For Festival 


TEHERAN—At first sight it 
looks like something out of a 
circus. The big top is there in 
huge, orange and blue striped 
awnings and so are 50 pavi­ 
lions. 
But only a stone’s throw 
away are the majestic re­ 
mains of Persepolis, capital 
of the Persian Empire until 
the arrival of Alexander the 
Great. 
And, 
guarding 
the 
whole, are 800 crack troops of 
the Iranian army. 
On the site itself men are 
working furiously to finish a 
velvet-lined tent city that for 
three days in October will be 
transformed into a glittering 
home for half the world’s 
kings and chiefs of state. In a 
nearby military camp 1.000 
soldiers are, under orders, 
growing beards 12 inches long 
for their role as sentries of 
the ancient empire. 
Grand Celebration 
The occasion is a grand ce­ 
lebration of what was once 
the world’s grandest empire 
and the Persians are sparing 
no expense to mark the 2,500 
years since the founding of 
the Persian Empire in 538 
B.C. by King Cyrus. 
Living in a tent city can be 
a stately affair. There is to 
be a royal casino for roulette 
fans, a splendid array of 
priceless Louis XV furnish­ 
ings and a menu fit literally 
for a king. 
Forty French 
chefs are being flown in with, 
it is rumored, exotic dishes. 
Drawing up the guest list 
was simple: monarchs, heads 
of state and the several hun­ 
dred top orientalists who will 
be sitting in a three-day con­ 
ference. Britain is expected to 
send Princess Anne and the 
D u k e of 
Edinburgh, 
the 
United States Mrs. Mamie E i­ 
senhower and Mrs. Pat Ni­ 
xon, and from Africa will 
come President Senghor from 
Senegal and Emperor Haile 
Selassie from Ethiopia. 
Heads of State 
The heads of state will ar­ 
rive at the tent city on Oct. 13 
where they will be received 
by the Shah and Empress Fa- 
rah in the f112-foot-diameter 
blue and orange tent. 
The following day the Shah 
will play hast to his guests at 
a 200-foot table in a 224-by-82 
foot dining tent, of blue and 
pink silk hung with huge crys­ 
tal chandeliers. The heads of 
state and their wives will be 
quartered in individual tents, 
each fitted out with two bed­ 
rooms, a dressing room, bath­ 
room, small kitchenette and a 
telephone. Other guests will 
be put up in the new 180-bed 
Darius Hotel near Persepolis, 
or in Shiraz, where 3,000 beds 
have already been set aside 
for reporters, photographers 
and cameramen. 
The celebrations proper will 
be opened when a mounted 
horseman gallops up to Per­ 
sepolis and presents a mes­ 
sage to the Shah from the 
people of Iran. There will 
then follow an extravaganza 
of sound and light laid on by 
a consortium of 
Persians, 
Frenchmen and Italians, and 
a separate fireworks display 
provided by the Germans. A 
British company, has a $576,- 
000 contract to light up Shiraz 
with peacocks, Persia’s poets 
and kings and representative 
scenes from Iran’s past. Trib­ 
al dancing and a inarch past 
of costumed troops are also 
being fitted in. 
No estimate of the cost is 
available, though it is said 
the entire bill is being footed 
by Iranian industrialists. In­ 
formation 
Minister Moham­ 
mad Sam says “ not one dime 
will have to come from the 
government” . The figure of 
$17 million has been men­ 
tioned for the cost of the tent 
< ity, but officials are declin­ 
ing to comment.

It sound more like a treatise on smorgasbords, although 
Action Line admits it failed to find out what the title means. 
We'did find out it’s illegal to appraise an item without a state 
license, but we have an aswer for you anyway. 
We visited antique dealers and a veteran auctioneer and the 
consensus of professional opinion is your book is worth be­ 
tween $31 and $15. But there are too many variables to deter­ 
mine a price without seeing your book. 
Is this a first edition? Is it leather bound? What is itsi con­ 
dition? Is there intricate art work? 
Although Action Line feels a beautiful book is priceless, we 
suggest you visit an antique book dealer for a more precise 
appraisal.

I have heard that old engraved Coke bottles, the 6% ounce 
size, are worth a dollar to collectors. Is this true, and if so, 
how would one find these collectors? C. M. San Dimas. 


It’s more than true. Old engraved Coke bottles are worth at 
least $2.50 to a wholesaler and considerably m ore to a private 
party. But it must have raised lettering. 
Check the date on the lettering. We know of a six-ounce 
bottle printed in Mississippi on Christmas Day, 1940. If you 
have the vintage you’re at least $15 richer. 
Coca Cola bottles are selling like hotcakes, according to a 
Pomona antique m erchant more interested in sales than mixed 
metaphors. We checked “The Complete Antique Prices,” the 
bible of antique dealers by R. and T. Kovel, and found more 
than 25 listings for Coca Cola bottles, trays and signs. 
If you have an engraved Coke bottle (sorry no Pepsi) sell it 
on the West Coast. We found out West Coast prices are higher 
for bottles and pioneer relecs. E ast Coast prices are higher for 
regional items, such as Buffalo pottery in Buffalo, N.Y. 
The highest catalog price was for a 20-ounce Coke bottle 
which in 1970 was listed as $25. And despite the price freeze 
it’s still going up.

It’s not as valuable as a French, Russian, or Chinese chess 
set, but our professionals agree your set is worth between $60 
and $115 dollars. 
Again there are variables. It depends on the size of the piec­ 
es, the condition, whether there is a signature of the artist, 
and the intracacies in the carving. Our dealers quoted a price 
for a set with a two-inch king. 
The price of antiques, like almost everything else in this 
world, is determined by supply and demand. Action Line sus­ 
pects a chess set would be more in demand than say a collec­ 
tion of engraved Coke bottles. 
You could have your set appraised, but an appraisal is expen­ 
sive. If you’re interested in selling you could offer it to an 
actioneer. He’d probably get the best price, but you’re out a 
20 or 25 per cent commission. Or you could spend a pleasant 
afternoon visiting some very interesting antique shops in the 
area. They’re always looking for a saleable antique. 
And by the way, Action Line has been using the word an­ 
tique rather loosHy. According to the U.S. government it 
would have to be made prior to 1830 to be considered a genu­ 
ine antique. The professional dealers are a bit less stringent 
and consider anything antique which ia more than 100 years 
old.

the arm and hand where he 


had apparently cut himself 
while breaking a window to 
get the youngest children out 
of the blazing house. 
Rodgers 
told 
firemen he 
wa« awakened by his oldest 
son, Robert Lee, 4, who said 
the bedroom was on fire. “ He 
said someone had set some 
clothes on fire. I ran to the 
bedroom where smoke was 
coming out from under the 
door. I opened the door and 
flames shot straight out at 
m e,” Rodgers said. 
R o d g e r s , a w e l f a r e 


recipient and heart patient, 


got back from the flames but 
managed to look inside the 


bedroom. “ None of the chil­ 


dren were there, so I called 
my wife to get Robert, and 
my oldest daughter, Richele 
Lynn, outside and to call the 
fire deparm ent.” While Mrs. 
Rodgers took two of the chil­ 
dren 
outside, 
her 
husband 
went into an adjacent bed­ 
room to get out their youngest 
children, Rigina Lynn, 1, and 
Russell, four months. 
“ I broke the bedroom win­ 
dow and carried the childen 
outside,” 
Rodgers 
said. 
“ I 
guess I cut myself on the win­ 
dow.” 
Capt. Ed Smith of the Mon­ 
tclair Fire Department said 
Robert 
Lee had apparently 
been hiding in the closet of a 
back bedroom playing with 


matches. Clothes in the closet 
caught fire and Robert Lee 
ran to his father for help. 
Smith said dam age to the 
small 
three-bedroom

home was estimated at $10,- 
000. 
Rodgers 
said 
the 
family 
had bought the home only 
last December with help of a 
relative. He said most of their 
clothes and bedroom furniture 
were destroy«!. Rodgers said

Lauren Myers, m ember of

We can’t confirm any of the 
rum ors.” 
Guthrie, however, did not 
deny that threats have been 
received by members of the 
CAA and other prison offi­ 
cials.

Joseph

thority, said that security had 
been tightened around CAA 
meetings because of recent 
kidnap and death threats. 
Spangler said that the num­ 
ber of threats has increased 
since the escape attem pt Aug. 
21 at San Quentin, in which 
t h r e e inm ates and three 
guards were slain. 
Spangler and other officials 
at the CAA said they knew 
nothing, however, of the al­ 
leged Chino plot. 
Ruben Coyle head of the 
Correction D epartm ent’s spe­ 
cial service unit which in­ 
vestigates threats against offi­ 
cials said that recent intelli­ 
gence reports from within re­ 
volutionary groups, 
in fact, 
indicate their leaders doubt 
that kidnaping a mem ber of 
the CAA would accomplish 
anything.

Removing the Road 
Blocks From School 


Counting those who attend public and private 
schools, more than 115.000 children from kindergar­ 
ten through high school will be going back to their 
classrooms this week in the Pomona area. 
The tremendous responsibility this places on our 
teachers was pointed out recently by Mrs. Marie 
Mills, president of Ml. San Antonio College, who 
welcomed new teachers to the Pomona schools. 
“As you deal with young people,” she told the 
teachers, “the challenge is that you shall never 
leave a contact with them unless you have directed 
them onward, you have opened horizons for them, 
you have been a catalytic agent in relation to their 
own desires and goals. 
“Young people today do not need blocks thrown 
up before them; do not not'd to only be told how 
hard the road will be ahead — rather, they need to 
be encouraged to try, to dare, and to know there is a 
possibility. 
“Education is a way of life — a chance to affect 
eternity — a chance to give a bit of yourself — a 
chance to be an image to a wandering student—. 
“My best wishes to you as you enter one of the 
world’s most dynamic, most difficult and most re­ 
warding positions — that of a teacher of young 
people and not just a transmitter of facts.” 


Banks Are Not 
For Bombing 


With characteristic tunnel vision, many young pro­ 
testors have singled out banks as a symbol of the 
Establishment to attack. 
They see banks as depositories of the nations’ 
wealth in the midst of poverty, standing coldly aloof 
from society’s needs (never mind that much of their 
assets may represent the sum total of many wi­ 
dows’ mites). 
The view is shared, though not in its extreme 
form, by many others. A study of the banking in­ 
dustry by the Harris organization found, in fact, 
that “the public now demands that bankers take on 
a new role of leading the way toward the solution of 
the larger problems of society.” 
In response to this challenge, the two largest ban­ 
king trade associations — the Foundation for Full 
Service Banks and the American Banking Associa­ 
tion — have launched a joint program to stimulate 
bank involvement in community affairs. 
Examples of this new commitment are beginning to 
accumulate, such as the 100 playgrounds established 
in one day by a bank in Atlanta, the $10,000 grant a 
Portland, Ore., bank makes each summer to black 
high school students to set up a manufacturing enter­ 
prise and the business loans based on “sweat equity” 
which many banks are issuing to people unable to 
obtain loans under normal standards. 
Many banks are granting low-rate loans to busi­ 
nesses seeking to end pollution. Banks across Kan­ 
sas took part in a project to give away thousands of 
trees to anyone who would plant them. 
Of course, the money used to finance these pro­ 
grams is not the banks’. It belongs to depositors and 
shareholders. No bank can be expected to risk the 
funds entrusted to it for safekeeping, no matter how 
worthwhile a particular social project. 
But as A. W. Clausen, president of the Bank of 
America, has put it, “Nobody can expect to make 
profits . . . if the whole fabric of society is being 
tom to shreds.” 
Clausen knows whereof he speaks. His bank’s 
branches have been the targets of more than 100 
acts of arson or other vandalism. 


The Law's Delay 


All five suspects in the Dec. 31, 1969 slaying of 
United Mine Workers’ official Joseph Yablonski, his 
wife and daughter, have now been extradited from 
Ohio to Pennsylvania to stand trial, some 19 months 
after the murders. 
Nineteen months. More than a year and a half of 
appeals, re-appeals and legal maneuvering», de­ 
signed not to bring forth the full facts of the tragedy 
or to arrive at the guilt or innocence of the accused, 
but simply to delay a trial and possibly to preclude 
any trial at all. 
Justice has been done to the defendants by this 
full exercise of the law’s elaborate mechanism for 
protecting their rights. Now, perhaps, justice may 
b e done to the Yablonski family, and to society.

Is Untouched 


By the War 


P A K S E , 
L a o s 
(UPI)—Thousands of 
prop­ 
aganda leaflets prepared by 
the Americans wafted gently 
through the sultry air and set­ 
tled uselessly in the muddy 
Mekong River. 
No one worries much about 
upsetting the ecological ba­ 
lance in Southern Laos, much 
of which has been cratered by 
Communist-fired 122mm rock­ 
ets and charred by Ameri­ 
can made napalm. 
A Lao in a long-tail boat 
fished a soggy leaflet from 
the river 
and 
read 
about 
Pathet Lao soldiers who have 
defected to the government 
side. 
Combat Reminder 
The leaflet was a reminder 
of the war, which has not yet 
touched this sleepy river town 
although there is bitter fight­ 
ing for the Communist-held 
town of Paksong, only 
26 
miles east in the heart of the 
Bolovens Plateau. 
W h e n North Vietnamese 
troops grabbed most of the 
Bolovens 
last 
April, 
there 
were Communist forces with­ 
in 12 miles of Pakse. Ameri­ 
can 
dependents 
were 
eva­ 
cuated by plane 300 miles 
north of the capital of Vien­ 
tiane for a couple of months, 
but they are back now. 
Although 
civilian 
traffic 
stops on Route 23 on the 
outskirts of Pakse, apparently 
few people here feel them- 
s e l v e s threatened by the 
fighting on the plateau. 
In fact, 
Pakse 
residents 
evidently are as calm as they 
were last February during 
the American-supported South 
Vietnamese invasion of Laos. 
That foray knifed into the 
Laotian panhandle about 120 
air miles from here from the 
northern tip of South Viet­ 
nam. 
History indicates the resi­ 
dents of Pakse have reason to 
be calm. Although this com­ 
mercial center of 60,000 often 
has been within 
range of 
Communist rockets, the North 
Vietnamese have not made a 
serious grab at it. 
The reason is probably that 
the Communists are able to 
obtain 
medicine, 
electronic 
equipment and food here. 
It is known that Communist 
agents deal with Chinese mer­ 
chants in Pakse for supplies 
which 
are 
sent 
into 
the 
countryside 
and 
disappear 
into the jungle on the backs 
of porters. 
American sources here be­ 
lieve that this is one reason 
Pakse will be left alone by 
the Communists, at least for 
the time being. 
Pakse is the headquarters 
for the Fourth Military Re­ 
gion but the town appears 
rather lightly defended. 
Enlisted Lao troops whoop 
it up at night at such west- 
em-style night clubs as the 
“ Apollo” and the “ Blue Sky.” 
The girls are better looking 
and just as available at the 
Lao officers club at the edge 
of the city. A cold bottle of- 
Danish beer costs 60 cents 
there. 
Living Is Easy 
The living is still slow and 
easy in Pakse, where one 
building has a cinema on the 
lower floor, a casino on the 
top floor and hotel rooms on 
the floors between. 
The Americans are far less 
visible here than in Vientiane. 
So are the Thai military per­ 
sonnel, who are not supposed 
to be visible at all since the 
allies deny that Thai regulars 
are fighting in Laos. 
An American military man 
confirmed that Thai pilots fly 
the stubhy-winged T28’s in 
strikes over the Bolovens. 
“Those Thai pilots are real­ 
ly good,” he said. 
On the outskirts of Pakse a 
group of French nuns play a 
mild version of soccer on the 
lawn of a school. 
A 
few 
French soldiers are here to 
help train Laotian troops. 
The French, except for a 
few, mix well with the Ameri­ 
cans here, but some of them 
think 
the 
Americans 
have 
done it all wrong in Laos.

Congress Must Act 
Before Freeze Ends

Shoe Industry Let Off Hook in 
Multi-Million Dollar Tax Case 


The 
Internal 
R e v e n u e 
Service has secretly granted 
the shoe industry a 15,845,538 
tax break, and it looks as if 
other industries will be let in 
on the windfall. 
The cost out of the pockets 
of the remaining taxpayers is 
expected to surpass $100 mil­ 
lion. 
Internal Revenue’s gener­ 
osity has taken the form of a 
strange suspension of prose­ 
cutions 
against 
shoe 
mer­ 
chants. This was ordered by 
Assistant Commissioner D. W. 
Bacon in a series of con­ 
fidential wires and memos. 
The public was supposed to 
be kept in the dark about the 
official sellout. But we have 
dug out incriminating memos 
which show 1,897 cases have 
b e e n 
secretly 
suspended. 
These involve an estimated 
$15,845,538 which the Treasury 
will now lose in taxes. 
Not even counted are the 
tens of thousands of dollars 
spent by IRS task forces to 
develop the cases. 
As with most tax matters, 
the story is complicated. For 
years, many shoe retailers, 
restaurant 
chains, 
finance 
companies, 
grocery 
chains, 
hotel firms and other busi­ 
nesses 
have 
broken 
their 
operations into several “sepa­ 
rate” corporations to reduce 
their tax rate. 
Tax Tangle 
To help small companies, 
the IRS levies a low 22 per 
cent tax on the first $25,000 in 
profits. Thereafter, the tax 
goes up to 48 per cent. 
If, say, a company with 
$100,000 in profits paid honest 
taxes, the government would 
collect $41,500. 
But if the 
same company split into four 
corporations, each with $25,- 
000 in profits, the tax would 
be only $22,000. 
The law also allows com­ 
panies to accumulate earn­ 
ing up to $100,000 with no 
questions asked. A splintered 
company, 
therefore, 
could 
pile up millions in earnings 
without paying 
the special 
taxes on accumulations over 
$100,000. 
A few years ago, IRS task 


forces began to crack down 
on companies that had di- 
v i d e d up their corporate 
structure to dodge taxes. A 
few of these “brother-sister” 
deals, as they’re called on 
Wall Street, were successfully 
prosecuted. 
For instance, Marc’s Big 
Boy-Prospect, Inc., a Wiscon­ 
sin firm, was nailed in a civil 
case along with its sister 
companies. Although the deci­ 
sion has been appealed, the 
task forces were encouraged 
to prosecute other companies 
that used brother - sister ar­ 
rangements as a subterfuge 
to avoid taxes. 
Stops Prosecution 
Then out of 1RS headquar­ 
ters, on January 21, 1971, 
came confidential telex mes­ 
sages to district directors hal- 
t i n g 
any 
further 
action 
against splintered shoe com­ 
panies. The messages were 
signed by Bacon, as com­ 
pliance head, who ordered 
tersely that “regardless of 
method of operation and or­ 
ganizational structure, 
(the 
shoe cases) should be sus­ 
pended.” 
Bacon also demanded data 
from the 1RS field men “on 
other retail merchandising or 
service type cases involving 
these same issues.” The im­ 
plication was that other in­ 
dustries might be given the 
same favored treatment. 
Still another message, this 
one stamped “Urgent Urgent” 
and “ For Official Use Only,” 
was issued on April 7. This 
set forth detailed paperwork 
and red tape 
that agents 
would have 
to submit 
to 
W a s h i n g t o n if ithey went 
ahead with brother-sister pro­ 
secutions outside the shoe in­ 
dustry. The suspension was 
emphasized again in another 
confidential decree that went 
out to the field on April 30. 
The effect, of course, was 
to discourage any such prose­ 
cutions. Thus, not only were 
all the shoe companies let off 
the hook, but obstacles were 
raised 
to 
hamstring 
other 
prosecutions. 
D i l i g e n t field agents, 
meanwhile, had examined a 


mountain of 6,895 tax forms 
in their search for brother-sis­ 
ter tax deals. Now they have 
started to pigeonhole all their 
work, perhaps for good, even 
as President Nixon urges the 
taxpayers at large to tighten 
their belts. 
Footnote: 
IRS 
headquar­ 
ters, in response to our in­ 
quiries, explained that the 
shoe 
company 
prosecutions 
had been suspended so guide­ 
lines could be laid! down. The 
suspension “does not mean 
the ball game is over,” said a 
spokesman. This official ex­ 
planation strikes us as balder­ 
dash, since the IRS has had 
since 1968 to set guidelines. 
The spokesman explained the 
s e c r e c y by claiming the 
memos were “internal” and, 
therefore, not available to the 
taxpayers 
who 
ultimately 
must pick up the bill. 
Stripes and Gripe 
The Army has laid out 
nearly $100,000 to buy facsi- 
milie editions of ithe Stars and 
Stripes from 1918 to 1919 and 
of “Yank,” the World War II 
Army weekly.

of 
government controls. 
A Way Station 
“ Regimentation and govenv- 
ment coercion must never be­ 
come a way of life in the 
United States of 
America. 
And that means that price 
and wage 
stabilization, 
in 
whatever form it takes, must 
be only a way station on the 
road to free markets and free 
collective bargaining in a new 
prosperity without war.” 
Mr. Nixon places an em­ 
phasis on “new jobs,” with 
the goal that the economy 
within ten years will provide 
100 million jobs. 
The President points out 
that many billions of dollars 
will be required in the next 
several years to accomplish 
the nation’s great objectives. 
A healthy economy will be es­ 
sential. 
In order to “restore the 
health of our government in­ 
stitutions,” 
the 
President 
urges Congress to act on the 
sweeping 
reorganization 
of 
the executive branch of the 
government he has proposed 
and also to pass the) recom­ 
mended revenue-sharing pro­ 
grams “ to help revitalize our 
state and local governments 
and to ease the crushing rise 
in the burden of property 
taxes in this country.” 
The President again calls 
on Congress to act on welfare 
reform and “bring under con­ 
trol a system that has be­ 
come a suffocating burden on 
state and local taxpayers.” 
Specifically, for immediate 
action, the President wants 
three tax proposals adopted 
because he believes they will 
create 500,000 new jobs in the 
coming year. 


First, he asks Congress to 
remove the 7 per cent excise 
tax on automobiles, so that 
the 
more 
than 
8 
million 
people who will buy Ameri­ 
can-built cars in the next 
year will save an average of 
200 dollars each. He points 
out that the repeal of what he 
calls “a sales lax paid by the 
consumer” will stimulate buy­ 
ing and that about 25,000 ad­ 
ditional jobs will result from 
every 100,000 extra automo­ 
biles sold. 
Also, the President urges 
Congress to adopt “a job-de- 
velopment credit” to encour­ 
age investment in machinery 
and equipment to generate 
new jobs. This, he believes, 
will be an incentive to busi­ 
ness to hire more worker- 
and will enable wage earners 
to work more productively. 
Greater consumer purchas­ 
ing power is expected to de­ 
velop, the President adds, if 
Congress acts to permit the 
planned 50-dollar increase in 
t h e 
personal 
income 
tax 
exemption scheduled for 1973 
to become effective next Jan. 
1 — a year ahead of schedule. 
All these proposals taken 
together 
would 
lower 
the 
taxes now paid by individuals 
by 3.2 billion dollars 
and 
would provide 2.7 billion dol­ 
lars “in Incentives to com­ 
panies to invest in job-produc­ 
ing equipment.” 
The President realizes that 
some spending cuts by the 
government will 
be neces­ 
sary. He has ordered 
the 
postponement 
of 
scheduled 
pay raises for federal em­ 
ployes, a 5 per cent reduction 
in government employment, 
and a 10 per cent decrease in 
foreign economic aid. He has 
recommended a postponement 
of one year in the effective 
date for his welfare reform 
proposals and of three months 
on revenue sharing. 
The President is well aware 
that Congress will be tempted 
to boost government spending 
and reduce taxes in addition 
to recommendations he has 
made. But he emphasizes that 
any increases not accompa­ 
nied by higher taxes and ex­ 
tra tax cuts which are not ac­ 
companied by reductions in 
outlays are certain to produce 
again “a spiral of higher 
prices.” 
On the whole, the Presi­ 
dent’s explanation of his pro­ 
gram was received favorably 
by Congress, although, when 
the various measures come 
before both houses, there will 
be many changes suggested. 
Action will have to be taken 
before Nov. 13, when the 96- 
day freeze is over, in» order 
that the business world will 
not be left in a mood of un­ 
certainty and worry.

Programs Aim at Race Tension, Dropouts

POMONA — Two programs 
designed to 
“ keep kids 
in 
school” and “help break the 
ice” of racial tension was ap­ 
proved by the board of educa­ 
tion Tuesday night, but not 
before board members, stu­ 
dents, teachers and local resi­ 
dents debated one of the pro­ 
jects for more than an hour. 
The hoard agreed to join 
with the city in funding the 
so-called resource officer pro­ 
gram 
and 
approved, 
after 
considerable 
discussion, 
a 
high school tutoring directed 
at minority group youngsters. 
The two projects add to a 
growing list of district pro­ 
gram s aimed at bettering loc­ 
al campus relations and ex­ 
panding education programs 
to meet the needs of black 
and Mexican-American youth. 


The board earlier this sum­ 
mer approved a $10,000 hu­ 
man relations program 
for 
Pomona and Ganesha high 
schools. A similar program is 
being 
developed 
for Garey 
High by the Claremont Col­ 
leges. 
Organized by Cal Poly, the 
Claremont Colleges, Pomona 
educators and local minority 
community leaders, the tutor­ 
ing program calls for 50 black 
and 
Mexican-American 
stu­ 
dents from the local colleges 
to tutor students and work 
with school staff at each of 
the district’s four high schools 
to improve teaching methods. 
Joint Project 
Cost of the program will be 
shared jointly by the colleges 
and the district on a 65-35 per 
cent 
basis. 
The 
district’s 
share is expected to come to 


$8,000. 


Students will work 15 hours 
a week at $2 an hour. 
State aid generated'by the 
recent Summer Work Study 
Program will help pay for part 
of the program, according to 
Supt. Robert Wentz. 
Wentz predicted that if tu­ 
tors were able to keep even 
35 students in school during 
the new school year, the pro­ 
gram would more than pay 
for itself. 
The strength of the pro- 
g r a m , 
the 
superintendent 
said, was that it allowed col­ 
lege students “that have met 
with a degree of success . . . 
who understand some of the 
frustrations” 
to 
work 
with 
“turned off” youngsters. 
Board members Don Don- 
n e l l y 
and 
Joe 
Gendron, 
though, both questioned whe­ 
ther the program would gen­ 
erate enough funds to pay for 


itself, and for a time it looked 
like the project would die by 
a split, two to two vote. Phil 
Wessels and Jam es Bell both 
said they supported the meas­ 
ure. Don McCombs was ab­ 
sent. 
Donnelly, however, seemed 
conviced by testimony of a 
number of persons that the 
program was strongy needed 
and voted for it in the end. 
Gendron held his ground, 
stressing that district finances 
could not support new pro­ 
gram s. “ I don’t think that we 
will get a good picture of our 
ADA (state aid based on at­ 
tendance) for another month 
yet,” he said, asking for a 
delay. 
Dr. Donald Castro, director 
of the Mexican-American Op­ 
portunity 
Foundation 
and 
M artha Delgado, 
Claremont 
college student, both sighted 


past experience and said the 
program would produce re­ 
sults. 
Delay Assailed 
Castro pointed to an after 
school tutoring program run 
last year by his organization 
that had 35 students attending 
r e g u l a r l y and staying in 
school. 
Any delay, he said, would 
serious harm the program. 
“ You are going to be done 
with this semester, and the 
program is not going to get 
off the ground.” 
Asked by Gendron if stu­ 
dents 
would 
be 
willing 
to 
work for nothing, Castro said 
no. “ It seems that minority 
students are always asked to 
tutor for free,” he said. “The 
day for that is past.” 
Miss 
Deleado 
said 
she 
worked in a college tutoring 
program last year involving 


P o m o n a 
minority 
group 
youngsters and found them 
enthusiastic. 
“They 
came 
constantly,” 
she said. “They came on Sat­ 
urday for us to tutor them. 
Now we would like to go on to 
the campus to be available to 
tutor them.” 
Bell, who as a Cal Poly 
professor had helped develope 
the program said he knew of 
“ many” high school teachers 
that would welcome the help 
of the college students. 
“We cannot afford to have 
the program fail,” he said. 
“We will 
be 
very 
careful 
about who we select.” 
Questioned 
by 
Gendron 
about help for “ poor white 
students,” Joe Barfield, coor­ 
dinator of intergroup educa­ 
tion, said that the program 
would be open to any student 
that wanted to take part. 


Ted Tynes, Pomona High 
S c h o o l assistant principal, 
also praised the tutoring pro­ 
ject. “ Pomona has a prob­ 
lem,” he said. “We have to 
pay some dues, and $8,000 is 
really a cheap price to pay 
for the help that these stu­ 
dents are going to 
be 
of­ 
fered.” 
Gendron 
also 
questioned 
whether the district could af­ 
ford the resource officer pro­ 
gram , a cost of $4,760, but 
said he would back it because 
he had “ committed” himself 
by earlier support. 
“ Once 
again 
I 
am 
con­ 
cerned about the budget,” he 
said, “ but we have already 
talked about the program. It’s 
only because 
I 
have been 
committed all along that I 


will vote for it.” 
Wentz denied that the pro­ 


gram was a “ panacea” but 
called it was a positive step. 
Originally 
developed 
two 
years ago under city funding, 
the 
resource program 
was 
dropped last year because of 
budget problems. With the aid 
of special state legislation al­ 
lowing the district to help pay 
and a federal grant, the pro­ 
gram was brought back to 
life. 
The plain clothed officers 
will “ serve as a liason be­ 
tween the school, home and 
community,” and as instruc­ 
tors and counselors in an ef­ 
fort to better police-student 
relations 
and 
ease campus 
tensions, according to Wentz. 
Police departm ent staffing 
problems will keep the pro­ 
gram from going into oper­ 
ation 
right 
away, 
W e n t z 
said, but it will start as soon 
as possible.

He said the 
city should “zero in on River­ 
side Drive” and leave Walnut 
alone.

fic,” said Tomlinson. 
Turn Pockets 
Lapp 
said 
he 
would be 
agreeable to giving up school

school, but was opposed to 
creation of any four-lane traf­ 
fic near any of the 
three 
schools. 
President 
Eva 
Weiszbrod 
commented that the widening 


would leave “very little room 
for sidewalks. If I lived on 
Walnut. I would also be very 
much opposed to it.” 
McCombs injected at this 
point that "it has never hr«m 
proposed by the city that Wal­ 
nut be a major highway. As 1 
sec it the proposal is seeking 
to get al least enough width 
on Walnut to make it a sec­ 
ondary street. It is not a ma­ 
jor artery, hut neither is it a 
residential street. The space 
would provide for an easier 
flow of traffic as the city 
grows. What it is now won’t 
prove satisfactory.”

such areas as discrimination 
against persons for reasons of 
race, color, creed, etc.. prop­ 
aganda, and publicity for non­ 
school connected organizations. 


Poinl-by-Point 
M r s . 
Shibe 
replied 
to 
L a p p ’ s statem ent with a 
point-by-point exammati«>n of 
his recommendation. She said 
“ My concern is to prevent the 
repetition of the devastating 
situation that occurred earlier 
this year.

taught by a nonprofessional. 
Does your son’s school offer 
driver training? Give him the 
promise of learning to drive 
when he is a little older. 
You haven’t talked about 
his school work. 
Have his 
grades suffered? A number of 
educators are of the opinion 
that the desire to drive and to 
own a car is the strongest 
anti-intellectual force among 
teenagers.

high school study showed the 
drop out rate to be four times 
higher among frequent dri­ 
vers 
than 
nondrivers; 
ab­ 
senteeism was about double, 
and the frequent drivers had 
a much higher rate of course 
failure. 
If your son’s hobby inter­ 
feres with his school work, 
you and your husband must 
discuss this with the boy and 
establish mutually agreeable 
time limits.

TORTOISE 
ROUNDUP 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) —A 
“ great tortoise roundup” is 
quietly under way in the Mo­ 
jave Desert to save the lum­ 
bering beasts from certain 
death on a high-speed free­ 
way. 
The state Department of 
Fish and Game today e i- 
mated it will take paid work­ 
ers and volunteer Boy Scouts 
two years to scoop up all the 
endangered tortoises al jng a 
20-mile section of highway 58 
and relocate them in a sa'er 
habitat. 
So far, eight tortoises have 
been removed from the path 
of the under-construction free­ 
way which will link Barstow 
and Bakersfield and released 
near China Lake to make new 
burrows. 
Since tortoises lumber a5'rig 
in a circular pattern to feed, 
there is a fear they will wan­ 
der onto interchanges and i r - 
cess roads and be destroyed 
by traffic. 
The fish and game

highways workers, aided by 
the scouts, want to sweep a 
milewide area spanning the 
freeway and clear it of all the 
tortoises for 20 miles.

I wondered if I would 
ever find anyone who would 
want to date me since I went 
through much of school with­ 
out so much as an offer to go 
out. 
“ My parents told me one 
day a boy would come along 
and would not look at my leg 
first and then turn away, he 
would only care about me. 
The more I heard it the more 
it sounded like a fairy tale.

school and continued my edu­ 
cation 
in

college. 
Three years later I was out 
on my own with a good se­ 
cretarial job, when the boy 
my parents had been preach­ 
ing to me about for so many 
years came along. What was 
so ironic was the fact that he 
was a classmate of mine 
through high school. I used to 
pass him daily in the hall 
with a ‘hello’ but we never 
dated. After a short courtship 
we were married and have 
been very, very happy togeth­ 
er. While we were engaged 1 
asked him why he didn’t care 
about my handicap. He said 
to me, ‘Because I love you, 
and I am so proud you’re 
mine.’

Cassettes Promise 
An Instant Age of 
Enlightenment 


By ROBERT COCHNAR 


YORK - (NEA) — From be­ 
hind the rosebushes, the voice 
of Colonel Sanders drawls as 
the executive knees to repot a 
plant. 
As he drives to the office, 
the executive is tuned in to 
the views of film producer Jo­ 
seph E. Levine. 
And on the seventh hole, 
Daniel 
Patrick 
Moynihan’s 
New York Irish voice drifts 
from a golf bag. 
Not only is enlightenment 
portable these days, it’s avail­ 
able even when it’s impos­ 
sible to read, watch television 
or talk face-to-face with the 
person who is attempting to 
enlighten. The source of all 
this instant education is the 
a u d i o cassetee, a handy 
sandwich of recorded 
tape 
and plastic which up until 
recently has been devoted al­ 
most exclusively to music. 
Sometimes Better 
More and 
more commu­ 
n i c a t i o n s firms are dis­ 
covering that cassettes can 
convey certain forms of infor­ 
mation better than the more 
conventional methods. 


Says Jim Levy of Time-Life 
Audio, which is responsible 
for “ The Executive Voice,” a 
monthly cassette “ magazine” 
sent to subscribers for $80 a 
year. 
“ What we are after is a 
lively listening forum where 
b u s i n e s s leaders can ex­ 
change ideas and information 
quickly and easily. We are in 
the business of bringing infor­ 
mation and opinion to the 
people who count, but we are 
also in the business of making 
that information entertaining 
and easily digestible.” 
“ The Executive Voice” in­ 
terviews such people as Colo­ 
nel Sanders, Levine, Moyni- 
han, management consultant 
Peter Drucker and fashion 
designer Bill Blass and sends 
the results off to subscribers 
in 60-minute cassettes. Levy 
says there are about 10,000 
executive-subscribers and he 
expects some 20,000 more by 
year’s end. 


Medical Assn. Idea 
The granddaddy of the cas­ 
sette information business is 
probably the California Me­ 
dical Association, which de­ 
veloped the concept several 
years ago by recording me- 
d i c a 1 conferences, edit ng 
t h e m 
and 
mailing 
them 
monthly to doctor-subscribers. 
Called Audio Digest, the serv­ 
ice has more than 20,000 sub­ 
scribers. 
Another new organization, 
Cassette Clearing House of 
Norwalk, Conn., acts as an in­ 
formal “ club” by providing 
! up-to-date listings of various 
instructional 
cassette 
pro­ 
grams. 
“ The problem,” says Mich­ 
ael Schaill of Cassette Clear­ 
ing House, “ is that 
while 
many firms are producing ca- 
setees, the public for the most 
part has no idea what’s avail­ 
able. 
“ We’re attempting to per- 
1 form an industry-wide service 
by letting people know where 
they can find cassette pro­ 
grams.” 
Jim Levy of Time-Life calls 
the business “ audio publish­ 
ing” or “ nonprint publishing” 
which almost sounds like a 
contradiction in terms. Ne­ 
vertheless, he feeb that it is 


likely to make a dent 
in 
much of the publishing in­ 
dustry in years to come. 
Self Improvement Boom 
For self-improvement, Levy 
says, the cassette is made to 
order. “ There are so many 
areas which are perfect for 
cassettes. Language instruc­ 
tion, children’s stories, art 
appreciation, 
travel 
tours. 
We’re just getting started.” 
Cassette Clearing House’s 
Schaill makes available such 
diverse programs as voca­ 
bulary building, data process­ 
ing, speeling, Bible stories, 
y o g a exercises, investing, 
business writing and flower 
arranging. 
“ Practically every house­ 
hold has a cassette recorder 
today,” says Schaill. “ Even­ 
tually, it will have a cassette 
library for self-improvement 
and entertainment to go with 
it.”

Irwin Sees

coveries both chemically and 
mineralogicallv,” Scott said. 
“ We found bejj* ful crys­

thing you csn imag.ne. The 
moon offers a very rich har­ 
vest scientifically.” 
Scott said his “ most endur- 
i n g i m p r e s » i o n was the 
beauty of the moon. It is a 
dynamic body —things are 
happening there. The moon is 
far from being a barren was­ 
teland.” 
Noting that the moon flights 
are scheduled to end after the 
Apollo 17 miss,on, Dr. James 
Fletcher, NASA administrator 
and former president of the 
University of Utah, said he

G A R N E R V I L L E N.Y. 
(NEA) — This is one story ’ 
thought I’d never write. Just a 
few days ago—-after a year­ 
long wait—my wife and I mov­ 
ed into a new home in Rockland 
County, in New York’s su­ 
burbia. We moved from all 
the stink and noise of New 
York City. 
Choosing Lot 
Friends, more experienced 
in buying houses than we, 
told us what to expect, but 
they could never tell it all. 
Grief, delays, unfinished de­ 
tails, extra charges and other 
complications were predicted. 
Many of these problems did 
arise, but things went smoo­ 
ther than expected. 
In 1970, some 1 }/2 million 
housing units were completed 
in this country. This year, the 
estimate is two million. This 
means that nearly two million 
families 
have 
been 
going 
through many of the same or­ 
deals my wife and I have 
over the last year. Next year, 
m o r e Americans will 
go 
through the same 
process. 
Perhaps through a look back 
at our experiences things will 
be made easier for some of 
the country’s homeowners-to- 
be. 
Don’t Buy Too Much 
Natrually, in searching for 
a new home you will want to 
consider all probable areas. 
Choose the one best suited to 
your needs. Three acres of 
rolling green lawns, trees and 
colorful gardens won’t satisfy 
"city” people. Homes are a 
lot of work. If you don’t want 
to do it and can’t afford to 
hire the help, then you are 
probably better off 
in 
an 
apartment or condominium. 
After you have chosen the 
area in which you want to 
live, contact several reliable 
real estate agencies in the 
neighborhood. They will be 
more than pleased to spend a 
Sunday with you touring the 
available used homes, as well 
as the new ones. 
We decided on a new home 
and chose a lot in a new sub­ 
division. Then we sat down 
with the agent and selected 
one of the available home 
plans. Those who want to — 
and can afford it — may wish 
to hire an architect to design 
a home exclusively for them, 
but hundreds of thousands of 
"subdivision” homes are sold 
every year and they are pro­ 
bably the best buy in new 
housing today. 
In choosing your lot, there 
are several factors to consid­ 
er. Is there enough privacy? 
Is it high enough to facilitate 
proper drainage and a dry 
basement? How is the view? 
Are there city sewers? Is the 
water supply from the city or 
your own well? 
Sun exposure is a factor too 
often overlooked by potential 
home buyers. We chose a 
home with the sun rising over 
our back yard and setting in 
front. This keeps the evening 
sun’s heat out of the kitchen, 
where it isn’t wanted with all 
the extra heat generated by 
cooking and washing dishes. 
You will also want to find 
out a bit about the neighbor­ 
hood. Are you near enough to 
schools and places of wor- 
s h i p ? 
How 
about 
trans­ 
portation? Don’t hesitate to 
walk around the block and 
chat with people already liv­ 
ing there. Ring a few door­ 
bells and ask a lot of ques­ 
tions. Ask about taxes, for ex­ 
ample. People are generally 
very accommodating in an­ 
swering such questions be­ 
cause it wasn’t too long ago 
they were seeking the same 
kind of information 
Check on Builder 
And while you’re 
asking 
those other questions, 
ask 
about the builder, too. If it is 
the same builder who will be 
building your home, the infor­ 
mation you gather will be in­ 
valuable. Is he reliable? Are 
the people for whom he has 
built having a difficult time 
getting him back to make the 
necessary repairs and altera­ 
tions? (And it is inevitable 
that you will have a number 
of them.)

Once you have made up 
your mind on your home and 
lot, the realty agency may 
want you to give it a small 
deposit, or binder.

Visit your home as often as 


possible while 
it is being 
built. Check on the work­ 
manship and if you have any 
questions

doubts, 
don’t 
hesitate to call the builder to 
discuss them. Since builders 
often subcontract the various 
parts of the home, they can’t 
keep very close tabs on the 
workers. I estimate that be­ 
tween my wife and me, we 
phoned our builder nearly 300 
times between the signing of 
our contract and the time we 


moved in. I expect we’ll talk 
again several dozen times be­ 
fore all is completed. 
There is the matter of two 
missing shutters, two shelves 
missing 
from 
a 
medicine 
cabinet, a sloppy paint job in 
one room, some needed lands­ 
caping in our back yard and 
a few other odds and ends. 
In the process of choosing, 
buying, building and moving 
into our new home, we had a 
large share of headaches and 


disappointments. But I am a 
‘ ‘ h o u s e person.” I hate 
crowded 
cities 
and 
apart­ 
ments. 
A f t e r moving day (we 
moved ourselves and saved 
almost $300, my back ached 
and my arms and legs where 
ready to drop off. But the 
first night we walked out onto 
our back porch into the clean, 
country air, took deep breaths 
and knew it was worth wait­ 
ing for.

Aggression Controls 
Not Easy To Find 
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Finally Gets Recognition 


ITHACA, N.Y. (U PI) - For 
a bird that carries its chicks 
in a pouch like a kangaroo, the 
American finfoot has had re­ 
markably little publicity, and 
Cornell University’s Laborato­ 
ry of Ornithology is doing so­ 
mething about it. 
The American finfoot was 
first reported in 1833 by M.A. 
Wied, a German ornithologist, 
who spotted one in Brazil. 
Y e t , Cornell ornithologists 
s a i d 
today, 
nothing 
con­ 
cerning the characteristics of 
the bird had 
appeared 
in 
scientific journals since then. 
Even for an American fin­ 
foot that lack of public atten­ 
tion could be pretty depress­ 
ing, so the Cornell scientists 
are including a long article on 
the bird in its annual publica­ 
tion, “ The Living Bird.” 
The male finfoot’s method 
of .carrying its young in a 
pocket formed by a pleat of 
skin and feathers is described 
in the 1971 issue of the Cor­ 
nell publication by Miguel Al­ 
varez del Toro, director of the 
Institute of Natural History in 
Tuxta Gutierrez, in southern 
Mexico. 


Alvarez del Toro discovered 
the secretive birds’ nesting 
place near a small stream in 
a remote section of Chiapas, 
Mexico, in 1969 and studied 
the bird for two years. 


The Mexican naturalist said 
he was curious about finding 
egg shells in a nest but no 
chicks. He studied the male 
finfoot carefully and finally 
detected two tiny heads stick­ 
ing out from the plumage of 
the sides under the wings of 
the male bird. He . later cap­ 
tured 
the 
male 
and 
dis­ 
covered the pleat of skin that 
forms the slight depressions 
into which the young nestle 
—one under each wing. 


The bird is also called the 
American sungrebe.

A Stumpy Manx Cat May Be Healthier

DEAR DR. M ILLER: Be­ 
cause we’ve always been in­ 
trigued with Manx cats, we’re 
finally going to get one. We 
have a chance to get a baby 
stumpy. I understand this is 
normally a healthy type of 
manx and highly desirable. 
Could you fill us in on this, 
please? — S.Y. 
Dear S.Y.: True, a stumpy 
manx is likely to be freer of 
posterior problems and ihus 
likely to be healthier. Un­ 
fortunately however, from a 
show standpoint, the stumpy 
or very short-tiled manx is 
not considered show material. 
These must be rumpies. They 
are completely tailless, result­ 
ing then in the round, orange 
shaped rump. Rumpies are 
prctne to problems in the post­ 
erior relating to abnormalities 
in the 
abruptly 
shortened 
spinal column. 
While 
your 
stumpy strikes out show-wise, 


it may be the most desirable 
from the standpoint of a ca­ 
refree catty companion. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: Is it 
bad for a dog to drink ice wa­ 
ter? I know I like a nice cold 
drink and I don’t see why my 
dog can’t have hit* water cold, 
too, if he wants it. — P.B. 
Dear P.B.: A really thirsty 
god, one who drinks a consid­ 
erable quantity of water at 
cine time, is quite likely to 
lose it (vomit) if the waiter is 
ice cold. If it were only a lick 
or two then ace water would 
do no harm nor even, for that 
matter, would ice itself. Lick­ 
ing is unlikely to result in 
large quantities being con­ 
sumed. Cube crunchers are 
something else again. They 
can gulp down enough ice to 
frost a gizzard — if they had 
one. These ice addicts should 
be restricted to one cube per 
crunching session.

Another indicator 
showed the intensity of the 
s h o c k the stranger (who 
didn’t actually exist) had se­ 
lected for him. 
Setting this indicator at top 
intensity warned the “ high 
aggressor” that his aggres­ 
siveness would be punished. 
That only increased the ag­ 
gressiveness of his response. 


Nor was his aggressiveness 
lessened when he was given 
money when he selected low 
intensity for the stranger. Nor 
was he curbed when the in­ 
dicator of the intensity of his 
own shock was set at the lo­ 
west level.

Who Burn Are Military Corpsmen Will Be Trained for Medical Work 


Left Alone 


BOSTON (UPI) - About a 
third of the children who died 
in house fires during 
1970 
were alone or without proper 
supervision at the time the 
fire occurred, 
the National 
Fire Protection Association re­ 
ported today. 
The association said dwell­ 
ing fires were responsible for 
the death of about 6,550 per­ 
sons last year, and about one- 
fourth of these were children. 
The NFPA, an international 
fire safety organization, re­ 
ported destructive fires dur­ 
ing 19^0 killed approximately 
12,200 persons in the United 
States and caused $2.63 bil­ 
lion in property damage, both 
increases over the previous 
year. 
Fire fatalities rose by 100 
and property loss totaled 7.5 
per cent higher during 1970. 
The association said losses 
have now topped the $2 billion 
figure for four straight years. 
However, 
the 
association 
said, a small but significant 
headway 
has 
been 
made 
against the fire loss problem. 
“In the face of a continually 
increasing 
population, 
the 
number of fire deaths per 
thousand persons has decr­ 
eased slightly in a slim ma­ 
jority of states,” it said. The 
NFPA said incendiary and 
child-related fires and those 
of unknown origin increased 
during the last year. Sus­ 
picious 
and 
definitely 
in­ 
cendiary building fires num­ 
bered an estimated 65.300 in 
1970, compared to 56,300 the 
previous year. 
Value of property destroyed 
in these “set” and suspicious 
fires jumped from $179 mil­ 
lion in 1969 to $206 million in 
1970. 
“ Educational 
institutions 
continue to be major targets 
for incendiarists, particularly 
at times when the buildings 
were unoccupied,” the NFPA 
said. “Therefore, while the 
average dollar loss has been 
high, few lives have been lost 
in these fires.” 
The 
association 
said 
the 
worst fire 
tragedy 
in 
the 
United States last year oc­ 
curred Nov. 28 when a DC8 
airplane crashed and burned 
just off the runway at Ancho­ 
rage, Alaska, killing 47 per­ 
sons. 
A 
coal 
mine explo­ 
sion in Hyden, Ky., Dec. 30, 
claimed 38 lives, and in the 
year’s worst building fire 31 
elderly persons died when the 
Harmer House Convalescent 
Home in Marietta, Ohio, bur­ 
ned on Jan. 9. 
The NFPA said the years 
three worst residential 
fires 
all took place in hotels: 28 
died in the Pioneer Hotel fire 
in Tucson, Am., Dec. 20; the 
Ozard Hotel fire in Seattle, 
Wash., on March 20, killed 20; 
and 19 persons died in the Po- 
net Square Hotel fire in Los 
Angeles, Sept. 13.

titioner. 
‘ ‘ T h e university,” added 


William Wilson, “will train 
the corpsmen to use military- 
acquired skills to meet on- 
the-spot emergencies and take 
over 
many 
routine 
duties 
from the physician.” 
Wilson, the acting deputy 
director of the Utah project, 
said the firsit 12 men, who be­ 
gan school Sept. 7, will com­ 
plete a three-month training 
period in Salt Lake City. 
“Mostly they have) been

There’s also 
that variety of taste so essen­ 
tial in making a meal inter­ 
esting and enjoyable. 
Everyone is in luck who is 
instructed by his doctor or 
who personally considers the 
need for a low-fat-low-choles- 
terol-management diet. All ve­ 
getables, fruit and salad greens 
are low in cholesterol. Unless 
there are other restrictions, 
such as an allergy, eat heartily 
in this special food group. 
A salad can be served be­ 
fore a meal, between courses, 
as a main dish or even as a 
dessert. To vary taste, try 
iceberg lettuce, Bibb and Bos­ 
ton, escarole, endive, water­ 
cress, romaine and dandelion 
greens or uncooked spinach. 
Top with low-calorie, low-cho- 
lesterol dressings or a dash of 
herb vinegar (but no oil) or 
lemon juice. 
Vegetables will sparkle on 
the plate and taste much bet­ 
ter if you avoid the American 
habit of overcooking.

enough to make it tender. 
This perserves flavor and tex­ 
ture. For added taste interest, 
use herbs and spices more 
frequently and you won’t pine 
for gobs of butter on your po­ 
tatoes, com or carrots. 
Flavor-Seal Vegetables 
1 tablespoon corn oil or 
diet margarine 
1 (10-ounce) package 
frozen vegetables or 3 
cups fresh vegetables 
Too cook frozen vegetables: 
Measure corn oil or marga­ 
rine into saucepan or skillet 
with tight-fitting cover. Add 
desired seasoning, then frozen 
block of vegetables. Cover, 
Cook over medium to low 
heat just until vegetables are 
tender. Turn block frequently 
during first few minutes of 
cooking to

The obese person has a 
right to gripe when some dun­ 
derhead tells him that all 
there is to obesity is eating 
too much. That is like telling 
an 
alcoholic 
his 
case 
is 
simple: he is only drinking 
too much. While both state­ 
ments have some truth, they 
are meaningless. Why does 
one person regularly over-eat, 
while others with no apparent 
effort maintain their weight 
for yeafs. 
The body has appetite regu­ 
lating mechanisms, and while 
not too much is proved yet 
about just what “ appetite” is, 
it has been shown that appe­ 


tite can be greatly stimulated 
or can be destroyed by an 
operation on a very small 
area of the hypothalamus, a 
group of nuclei at the base of 
the brain. Many mechanisms 
are involved in 
regluating 
food intake, and these include 
environment and habit. 
It is not yet known with 
certainty why most people eat 
exactly enough to maintain 
their weight within narrow 
limits, while some habitually 
eat too much and some eat 
too little. 
In 
many cases 
people who are fat actually 
eat less than those who are 
lean.

4 eggs 
1 teaspoon soda 
y2 cup buttermilk 
1 cup blackberry jam 
1 cup chopped ppcans 
(more if desired) 
y2 cup Sherry wine or 
apple juice 
1 teaspoon each—powdered 
cinnamon, r.uimeg, ging­ 
er, all-spice and cloves 


Cream softened butter and 
sugar in electric mixer. Add 
eggs, one at a time; whip 
well in between at high speed. 
Sift flour with spices and salt. 


Add soda to buttermilk and 
stir well. Fold in flour mixing 
alternately 
with 
buttermilk 
mixture. Add wine. 
Lastly, 
mix in pecans and blackberry 
jam. Pour into 3 nine-inch 
well-greased and floured pans 
and bake at 325 degrees for 
30 to 40 minutes. At 30 min­ 
utes test with straw; when 
straw is clean, remove from 
oven. Cool in pans 5 minutes. 
Invert on cake rack and leave 
pans over cake for 10 min­ 
utes. This Insures a moist 
cake.

eat for breakfast?” 
Fair question. That break­ 
fast 
should 
be substantial, 
both quantitiatvely and qua­ 
litatively, so that you embark 
upon your day satisfied from 
a hearty breakfast that pro­ 
vides its full share of your 
daily nutrition requirements. 
Remember, 
“ breakfast ’ 
means literally. 
Breakfast (or brunch) on 
the hearty-healthy diet can 
become a delicious event to 
precede homemaking or the 
school or work schedule, de­ 
pending upon the member of 
the family. It can include 
fresh citrus fruits, melons, 
berries, whole-grain cereals, 
the usual variety of beve­ 
rages, and most favorite dish­ 
es with a little adaptation or 
substitution. 
All fruits are acceptable, 
with those high in Vitamin C 
the best choices. Those in- 
| elude the citrus fruits, plus 
melons, nectarines, fresh pi­ 
neapple, raspberries, logan- 
b e r r i e s and strawberries. 
Fruits high in iron, such as 
I d r i e d 
apricots, 
currants, 
dates, figs, prunes and rai- 
Í sins, can be served stewed or 
added to cereal, breakfast 
breads, rolls and muffins. 
There are several prepared 
dry cereals fortified with vita­ 
mins and minerals 
which, 
when served with enriched 
non-fat milk or canned evapo­ 
rated skim milk, will provide 
an 
adequate breakfast 
on 
those days when time is limit­ 
ed for preparation of more in- 
! teresting fare. 
That bowl of dry cereal can 
be improved in taste and nut­ 
rition by the addition of fresh 
fruits or raisins, currants, 
figs, stewed prunes or apr­ 
icots. 
A variety of cooked cereals 
can be kept on band in co­ 
vered containers for serving 
straight or for use in baking 
I 
breakfast b r ea ds . 
Include 
wheat germ, cracked wheat, 
groat (cracked buckwheat), 
oatmeal, enriched com meal 
and low-fat soybean grits. (Be 
careful 
about 
using 
some 
“ just add boiling water, no 
cooking needed” commercial 
products. Read the labels and 
avoid using those that contain 
unspecified 
vegetable 
oils 
since they may be highly sat­ 
urated.) 
For toast, use 100 per cent 
whole 
wheat 
or 
enriched 
white breads, or whole-grain 
rye for a different flavor. 
Some commercially prepared 
English muffins are made 
without added fat or eggs and 
they, too, are good for vari­ 
ety. 
Almost all other commer­ 
cial baked rolls, muffins and 
coffeecakes are unacceptable; 
t h e y c o n t a i n substantial 
amounts of butter, lard, hy­ 
drogenated fats or egg yolks. 
But you can bake your own, 
and the Heart Association of­ 
fice can provide the recipes. 
For the multitudes who en­ 
joy a hot cup of coffee or two 
with breakfast, go ahead! No 
heart-health 
problem 
there 
except that, if you don’t drink 
it black, use nonfat milk as a 
! creamer because most of the 
commercial non dairy crea­ 
mers are high in saturated 
I fat. Coffee substitutes and tea 
(black or cremed as with cof­ 
fee) and nonfat milk are also 
acceptable. 
Now, what about those eggs 
and ham or bacon? An occa­ 
sional breakfast of this tvpe 
| is fine, except for the severe 
heart patient with restricted 
diet. 
On those mornings as well 
as on a daily basis the eggs 
can b*1 included safely, any­ 
way, by using the egg-substi- 
tute methods we have do- 
s c r i b e d previously, which 
! mrvt the e,,'F vo'k which con* 
tains the fat and cholesterol. 
Here is a 
hearty-healthy 
version of a long-time break­ 
fast favorite:

For Breakfast 


Each year fewer youths and 
a d u l t s break-the-fast and 
recharge their bodies in the 
morning. 
This 
habit stems 
from being too rushed or too 
lazy in the a.m. to prepare 
food, sit down and eat it. Of­ 
ten skipping breakfast is part 
of a faddish way to lose 
weight. Whatever the reason, 
doctors and nutritionists are 
worried. People need a small 
but well-balanced meal before 
starting 
a 
long, 
rush-rush 
day. P r i m a r i l y everyone 
needs a good charge of pro­ 
tein from eggs, a hamburger 
or hot dog, cottage cheese or 
a piece of cheese for break­ 
fast. Most tend to eat 
too 
many starches and sugar for 
instant energy, if anything is 
eaten, before recharging with 
more coffee and sugar mid­ 
morning. 
For a change, try a Break- 
f a s t 
Pudding, 
a 
favorite 
m o r n i n g meal for early 
American settlers. Thi 
one 
contains commeal, milk and 
eggs and provides needed B 
vitamins and iron. Serve with 
some sugar and nutmeg to 
taste.

Rarin’ To Go 


'grogcess-'Bulletm 


If the folksi in Green Bay will forgive the takeoff, this year, 
“The Track Is Back.” 
That refers to the Los: Angeles County Fair’s race meeting, 
which gets underway Friday, The meaning is twofold. 
1971 marks the 33rdf season f racing in Pomona and it also 
marks' a hopeful comeback of prosperity after an admittedly 
lean past couple of seasons. 
Director of racing Walter Dauchy is optimistic about the 14- 
day meeting, pointing out the b> th the attendance and mutel 
handle should have a mild revival after the short decline. 
“ Our average daily attendance last year was 10.764 with a 
total of 150,412 for the 4! days,” he said. 
“Compared to 1968, which was our best year, wei averaged 
12,626, which was the third highest daily attendance average 
iand betting in thei state. We were behind only Santa Anita and 
Hollywood Park, and we were ahead f Del M ar and alii the 
Northern tracks, including Bay Meadows and Golden Gatet 
“After last season, however, we dropped a bit behind Del 
Mar, which has been experiencing an increase, and we’re in 
danger of dropping behind Golden Gate.” 
A race meeting at ai fair is usually a fun thing because 
there’s so many other things t do and see besides the races. 
The L.A. County bash attracts more than a million visitors 
each year and between 130,000 and 160,000 fimj time to visit 
the races—some for the entire card, some foil a race or two. 
Governor’s Cup 
One of the reas n’s Dauchy is optimistic is the entry list for 
the first stakes nace„ the Governor’s Cup, which will be run 
Saturday. 
“ We had 16 entries for the race,” Dauchy explained, “which 
is the most in recent years and the list includes some of the 
top horses in the state.” 
Included on the listj are Miles Tyson, who ran a near-record 
1:0K flat recently at Dei Mar, Right Or Wrong, Rullah F is, 
True Balcony, Dumpty Ann and Proud Land, which is quite a 
list. 
“ We’re blessed,” Dauchy said, “this year, asi last year, in 
that we’ll be able to van in horses that are stabled at Santa 
Anita, which is getting ready for the Oak Treei meeting. We 
have 600 thoroughbred stalls here and they have that many at 
Santa Anita, so we’ll have twice as many horses available to 
run. We should get 40 or 50 a day from there.” 
The th roughbreds will rurt eight races a Day on the 11-nace 
program, and besides the daily double,, long a fixture at the 
track, two exactas have been added. “We had one on the last 
race last year,” Dauchy said, “and someone decided that two 
would be better thani one, so we’ll have exacta wagering on 
the eighth and 11th races every cliay.” 
Another Change 
There’s also an ther change on the race lineup daily and 
Dauchy still doesn’t know if he likes it. Harness racing has 
been' dropped from its customary place which usually began 
the day’s activities, and one Appaloosa race has been substi­ 
tuted. A pain of quarter horse races will be retained, as in the 
past. 
“This is the first time we’ve completely overlapped the Holly­ 
wood Park harness races,” Dauchy said. “A new state law 
says that fairs don’r have to stage harness races if they don’t 
want to but that they do have to have at least one Appaloosa 
race, which had an effective lobby in for them. 
“ If w« had just dropped the harness races, the other two 
race;i c uld have and would have been filled by either quarter 
horsed w thoroughbreds. 
“ I hate to see a breed which hai not proved it Hf as a 
racing factor forced upon a metropolitan audience,” Dauchy 
said. “They’re okay for out in the country, but we have city 
folk* here, not country folks. 
“ But, it’s a haw and we’d betten do it even if we don’t like it*. 
It's like stopping for1 a red light al two in the morning when no 
one is around.” 
Appaloosas, according to Dauchy,, is a particular breed out 
of the Northwest and is popular as saddLei and cutting horses. 
They hail from Oregon, Washington and Idaho, which has been 
termed “ Pal uise country." 
There are 6fl Appaloosas stabled at the Fain and they’ll race 
from four half to five furlongs. “Normally, they race about 
four furlongs,” Dauchy said, “ But we can’t do that here btv 
cause the trick is too short at only a half mile.” 
The races will be of the conditioned variety and will be 
limited to edght starters. The jockeys are a bit heavier than 
thoroughbred and quarter horse jockeys, usually weighing in 
at about 120 pounds, although some of the former will be in 
the irons. 
The leading Appy is a horse called Charlie, who is known as 
the king of the hill in his circles. He’ll carry 125 pounds in his 
first outing on Saturday. 
The quarter horse stable is limited to 110 with a few extra 
thrown in for the running of the Futurity and all of the top 
on hand. 
“One thing about paring the race card to 11 rat es instead of 
12 is the starting time,” Dauchy said. “ We’ll start every day, 
including Saturdays, at 12:30, which was tantamount to our 
noon post in the past.” 
Although the final results won’t be* in until the- meeting is 
complete, it appears the track has already shaken its slump 
with the interest it is( creating.

Ashe said he had hoped re­ 
feree Vic Seixas would post­ 
pone the match, but Seixas, 
who had seen the event lose 
three days to rain, was not 
about to call another halt. 


Ironically, Seixas’ determi­ 
nation to continue may have 
contributed to Ashe’s loss and 
thus blocked the chance for 
the first All-American final at 
Forest Hills since 1953 when 
Seixas himself lost to Tony 
Trabert. 
“ If I were Vic,” Ashe ;*aid 
ruefully, “ I guess I would 
have kept us playing. The 
court was playable. Wearing 
glasses is one of the hazards 
you have to face,” he said.

Karras Blasts Lions on Release 


(U PI)—Defensive tackle Alex 
K arras, often critical of the 
Detroit 
Lions’ 
m anagem ent, 
was 
placed 
on 
irrevocable 
waivers Tuesday by the Na­ 
tional Football League club. 
He 
said 
the 
decision 
was 
“dried and cut before the 
sum m er session.” 
K arras was picked up by 
George 
Allen’s 
Washington 
Redskins but the veteran de­ 
fensive tackle and this morn­ 
ing he will not play for Wash­ 
ington. 
The 36-year-old tackla said 
he would rather join the New 
York Jets 
or Los 
Angeles 
R a m s . 
K arras added 
he 
doesn’t consider the Redskins 
are championship m aterial. 
“ I cannot believe that the 
Lions’ decision to place me on 
waivers is based on a fair as­ 
sessm ent of my perform ance 
on the field,” said K arras, 
who still will get paid the re­ 
maining two years on the con­ 
tract he signed five seasons 
ago. He’ll get about $35,000 
annually. 
“ There are other factors in­ 
volved,” the 36-year-old said. 
His only elaboration on that 
was “ well, you’d have to go 
back to 1958 and work up.” 
No NFL club has claimed 
him for the league price of 
$100, he said in the sam e 
room he spoke from in 1963, 
when he was suspended for a 
year for betting on football

Volunteers 
have 
collected 
the first group of desert tor­ 
toises from the Mojave area 
in a Department of Fish and 
Game project to save them 
from the hazards of highway 
traffic. 
Objective of the project is 
to relocate all the tortoises 
from a 20-mile-long, 1 -mile- 
wide area spanning the route 
of State Highway 58 in the 
Mojave Desert. The area of 
interest lies between Mojave 
and Boron where construction 
work already is underway. 
Eight tortoises were moved 
from the path of highway con­ 
struction and relocated in an 
area on the China Lake Naval 
W e a p o n s S t a t i o n after 
weights, measurements and 
sexes were determined and 
recorded and the toroises had 
been tagged. 
The pilot project, which is 
being supervised by Howard 
Shainberg, a DFG fisheries 
biologist, began last spring 
and is expected to continue 
for about two years. 
The project is the brainch­ 
ild of John Edell, a Division 
of Highways right-of-way en­ 
gineer who lives in Bishop 
and is an amateur naturalist 
and an avid student of the tor­ 
toise. 
Edell does not lack for vol­ 
unteer help. In addition to the 
DFG, he has enlisted the aid 
of Boy Scouts from the sur­ 
rounding desert communities, 


Division of Highways person­ 
nel and an occasional gradu­ 
ate student.

In their first expedition to

The suitability of the habi­ 
tat is also checked out after 
the relocation. A team of Boy 
Scouts remained at ithe China

would stay. They did. 
Aside from the reolocation 
itself, the project will provide 
several side benefits ¡to the 
DFG and other investigators. 
Shainberg said the tagging 
should provide more informa­ 
tion on such things a.s migr­ 
ations and life cycles. 
The project aslo has led to 
workshops 
on 
endangered 
species. Pictures are being 
taken of project operations 


for use in slide presentations. 
DFG officials reminded vis­ 
itors to the area that the tor­ 
toise is completely protected 
under law. Away from their 
desert 
home, 
and 
without 
proper care, they escape or 
perish 
Visitors are encouraged to 
look at and examine tortoises 
if they are lucky enough to 
find them, butt to leave them 
where they found them.

Savage Rebounds 
W ell From Crash 


Lamka Rejuvenates Ohio State Grid Outlook 


RIVERSIDE — For a man 
whose racing future appeared 
about as bleak as an Alaskan 
winter six months ago, Swede 
Savage is doing pretty well. 
Savage, 25, of Santa Ana, 
suffered a serious brain con­ 
cussion in as accident during 
the Questor Grand Prix at 
Ontario Motor Speedway last 
March and to some of the 
doctors who attended him 
then, his career as a race car 
driver had been cut consid­ 
erably short of the fame an­ 
ticipated for him. 
But Savage recovered from 
the head injury with nothing 
more serious than a difficulty 
i n 
remembering 
people’s 
names and earlier this month 
was the fourth fastest quali­ 
fier for the California 500 at 
Ontario. 
Now comes the announce­ 
ment that Savage has re­ 
placed Mark Donohue in the 
S u n o c o Javelin of Roger 
Pcnske for the final Trans- 
American Sedan race of the 
season Oct. 3 at Riverside In­ 
ternational Raceway. 
Donohue, perhaps 
Ameri­ 
ca’s most successful driver of 
1971, abandoned the American 
Motors car for the final race 
in order to run a McLaren 
Formula 1 car in the U.S. 
Grand Prix being held on the 
same day as the Riverside 
Trans-Am. 
“ Obviously, 
I 
feel 
great 
about being able to drive for 


Roger 
and 
American 
Mo­ 
tors,” Savage said on the new 
driving assignment. “ It’s the 
No. 1 team and a great car.” 


Heralded by many as the 
next great American race car 
driver, Savage was about to 
begin his first full profession­ 
al season driving a Dan Gur­ 
ney-prepared Eagle on the 
U S A C Championship Trail 
this year. But after finishing 
third in the season opener at 
Phoenix, Savage accepted a 
ride in the Questor and lasted 
only 11 
laps 
before 
the 
throttle stuck on his Formula 
5000 car and he hit a cement 
wall at Ontario. 
Savage admits now that he 
knew the car was not com­ 
petitive and that he stood 
little chance of winning that 
race. 
“ Before I ever get back 
into a ‘bogus car’ (one that is 
neither 
safe 
nor 
competi­ 
tive),” Savage said, “ I’ll quit 
racing. My days of being so 
enthusiastic about the sport 
that I’ll drive anything are 
over.” 
With Penske’s Javelin, Sa­ 
vage has the best possible 
ride for the Trans-Am finale. 
With Donohue at the wheel, 
the red, white and blue pony 
car won seven of the nine 
races held and Penske’s re­ 
cord for preparing safe cars 
is unrivaled. 
The drivers challenging Sa- 


vage at Riverside may in­ 
clude such names as Pamelli 
Jones, George Follmer, Peter 
Revson, Vic Elford and possi­ 
bly, A. J. Foyt. Fopt owns the 
Smokey Yunick Camaro that 
Savage qualified third in the 
recent Watkins Glen Trans- 
Am and he has indicated he 
may drive it himself at River­ 
side. 


C O L U M B U S , Ohi o 
(U PI)—It took Don Lamka 
three years to crack the start­ 
ing Ohio State lineup, but 
only one game to make Buck­ 
eye fans quit thinking of 1971 
as a “ rebuilding year.” 
Lamka was a seldom-used 
defensive back for the past 
two seasons but was switched 
t o 
quarterback, 
his 
high 
school position, this spring. 
The Buckeyes lost 15 start­ 
ers from a team that dost 
only two games 
in 
three 
years and most fans felt this 
would be a “ rebuilding year.” 
But Lamka quickly changed 
their minds. 


Saturday he scored four 
touchdowns, completed five of 
seven pass attempts and ran 
for 100 yards in 15 tries to 
lead the Buckeyes to a 52-21 
rout over Iowa. 
H i s performance earned 
him the season’s first Mid­ 
west Back of the Week honor. 
But Lamka, while pleased 
with his first game perfor­ 
mance, krows he can’t rest 
on it. 
“ One game doesn’t mean 
too much,” the sturdy 5-11, 
197-pound Lamka said. “ We’ll 
wait and see what happens. 
Colorado (the Buckeyes’ next 
opponent) 
is going to 
be 


tougher than the devil. We 
just have to play them one at 
a time.” 
G e o r g e Chaump, who 
coaches the quarterbacks at 
Ohio State, was enthusiastic 
about Lamka’s performance. 
“ We felt he did exceptional­ 
ly well in everything he was 
asked to do,” Chaump said. 
“ He hustled and led by ex­ 
ample. 
“ He had a better day run­ 
ning because that’s what the 
situation called for. We’ve al­ 
ways felt he was a strong 
runner because of his great 
acceleration on the option 
keeps.” 


All four of Lamka’s touch­ 
down runs, of 1, 6, 19 and 21 
yards, came on the option 
play. 
“ I’m happy for Don be­ 
cause he’s such a hard work­ 
er and a dedicated athlete,” 
Chaump said. 
Lamka, who was recruited 
by Coach Woody Hayes as a

Isaac s Stock Car Record Destroys Myths 


"The bigger they arc, the 
harrier they fall" was never 
truer than as it applied to the 
200 mile an hour barrier for 
stock cars at Bonneville. 
T h e record 
has 
eluded 
speed record veterans like 
M i c k e y Thompson, Craig 
Rrerdlovc and Andy Grana- 
telii, to name a few, but it 
fell Monday to a man who 
had never seen the Bonneville 
Salt Flats before. 
Bobby Isaac of NASCAR 
Grand National stock car rac­ 
ing fame holds the two-way 
flying mile record of 216.945 
m.p.h. as well as the kilome­ 
ter mark of 216.421. 
Both 
were set Monday in a winged 
Dodge Daytona that because 
of NASCAR’s revised rules 
had sat idle in a garage this 
season, unraced. 
By breaking through into 
the 200 mile an hour range, 
Isaac destroyed more than a 
few Bonneville myths. 
The first was that 200 was a 
magic number, nearly impos­ 
sible to exceed without care­ 
ful and cautious preparation. 
Bobby arrived in Utah Satur­ 
day and looked at the course. 
He took a few practice runs 
Sunday, including two over 
200, and broke the record on 
his first two passes early 
Monday morning. 
The second was that Bonne­ 
ville’s 
special 
surface 
re­ 
quires a driver to train him­ 
self methodically. Texas drag 
racer 
Bill 
Hielscher, 
who 
himself covered the 200 mark 
and hiit 196 this summer in a 
warmup, described driving a 
stock car at those speeds on 
the salt: 
“It’s like trying to drive 100 
on the freeway in the rain. 
You 
slip and slide 
every 
which way. You’re going over 
200, but the wheels are spin­ 
ning so bad you can’t clock 
200 through the speed traps.” 
The third was that Bonne­ 
ville 
runs 
require 
special 
(tires. Isaac used the same set 
of Goodyears he drove on 
when he set the closed circuit 
record of 201.104 m.p.h. a 
year ago on the paved high 
banks at Talladega, Ala., not 
special Bonneville tires. 
Stifling midday heat and 
the isolation of Western Utah 
were the two things that have 
impressed Isaac on his first 
itrip to the fabled “speed labo­ 
ratory of the world.” 
“It gets real hot in the af­ 
ternoon,” Isaac said in a tele­ 
phone interview from Wend- 
over, Utah. “It’s kind of a 
lonesome feeling to be here. 
“Especially when you down 
to the zero mark (where the 
car begins accelerating to­ 
ward the U.S. Auto Club su­ 
pervised speed traps), I '•an 
imagine the feeling of a man 
who m there to go 600. 
“Nothing appears real. You 
are all alone. You don’t even 
see the tents or the timing 
shack.” 
I s a a c is understandably 
proud of what he has done, 
even if it turned out to be 
such a cinch. 
“To be here is one of the 
greatest honors I’ve had," he 
said. “I feel that the Southern 
stock car drivers are the best 
in the world, but not one of 
them has any records like 
this.” 
What gave him the idea to 
go after this particular re­ 
cord? 
“My chief mechanic (Harry 
Hyde) and I were kidding 
around, and he asked me if 1 
wanted to do it,” Isaac said. 
“I said I wouldn’t mind, and 
he went (to my car owner 
(Nord Krauskopf) and got an 
okay. 
“That’s 
what 
happen*! 
wh«m we went to Alabama 
and set the closed course re- 
c c d 
Th*1 first thing Isaac did at 
Bonneville was to take a ride 
on the salt with USAC chief 
steward 
Joe 
Petrali, 
who 
gave him this advice. 
“Get used to the salt by 
driving on it. A man can run 
up and down on it as much as 
he wants. If he doesn’t go flat 
out on it right away, he can a 
little later. He can always 
come back tomorrow.” 
Isaac drove up and down 
twice, then “came back to­ 
morrow.” 
That’s 
all 
there 
was to it.

Motorcross accelerated de­ 
velopment of such features as 
rear end springs and tele­ 
scopic forks, because early 
races were bone-jarring. Ri­ 
ders were large and muscu­ 
lar. They wrestled their hikes 
around the circuit by brute 
force while absorbing great 
physical punishment. 
Motorcycle technology im­ 
proved after World War II, 
and riders grew smaller and 
more athletic. 
In the 
’50s 
moto-cross grew into an inter­ 
national sport. Today it is 
nearly as popular in Europe 


as soccer football and auto 
racing, 
drawing crowds 
at 
200,non. 
Promoters Bruce Cox and 
Gavin Trippe are trying to 
bring the true international 
flavor of moto-cross to Ameri­ 
ca Sunday with the first U.S. 
Grand Prix for Moto-cross at 
Carlsbad, Cal. Competing are 
top riders from 13 nations, in­ 
cluding the USSR and Cze­ 
choslovakia. 
When 
international 
riders 
first came to this country sev­ 
eral years ago they spurred 
such an interest that — in 
Southern California — it is a 


year-round activity for every­ 
one from men over 50 to boys 
under 10 and some talented 
woman riders too. 
In Europe spectators take 
moto-cross so seriously they 
have nearly divided Belgium 
into two armed camps. Roger 
DeCoster, who comes from 
the French-speaking section 
of Belgium, is a Suzuki team­ 
mate of Flemish Sylvain Ge- 
boers. But Flemish fans want 
Geboers to win and have gone 
to such lengths as to stand in 
DeCoster’s way on the course 
to slow him down. 
Another Belgian rider, Joel 


Robert, was so infuriated at 
the 
poor 
sportsmanship 
of 
fans that he once jumped off 
his hike during a race and 
charged into the hostile crowd 
with both fists flailing. 
Each country is noted for 
the particular challenges of 
its courses. French promoters 
like hills so steep you can’t 
walk up or down them. Bel­ 
gium 
and 
Holland 
courses 
feature deep sand that saps 
the strength of riders. Eng­ 
land has one 100-foot hill that 
has to be taken at high speed. 
At the top are boulders to be 
b o u n c e d across, somehow 


without falling, at about 20 
m.p.h. 
Another British moto-cross 
landmark is a 
50-foot-deep 
bomb hole left over from the 
war. It has 10 feet of sheer 
sides at the top all around. 
The safest way to conquer it 
is to roll over the sides, but 
the better riders dive straight 
in.

HONOLULU (UPI) -Faced 
with the effects of a long 
West Coast dock strike follow­ 
ing low state revenues for the 
past two months, Gov. John 
A. Burns has sent an admin­ 
istrative directive to all state 
department heads ordering a 
formal “ freeze” on ail gov­ 
ernmental hiring. 
The directive called for al­ 
lowing nearly 450 existing job 
vacancies to remain vacant; 
withholding funds for about 46 
new jobs created by “ work­ 
load increases” except where 
they are related to classroom 
teaching needs or public wel­ 
fare programs, and delaying 
allotments for $12.8 million 
worth of new programs or ex­ 
pansion of current programs 
except as authorized in writ­ 
ing by the governor.

Q — What industries and companies could be hurt or helped 
by the recent Nixon statement? —« PC. 
A — Let me start with the negative, that is companies and 
areas which wiil be hurt. In this category are issues) such as 
Japan Fund, which invest in foreign securities. Foreign manu­ 
facturers doing ai large amount of business in Che United 
States w it certainly feel the pinch. These include Sony, Tetet- 
cor, Volvo, Volkwagenwerk and others. International passenger 
and freight air transports including Flying Tiger and Pan 
American will probably suffer. Cutting our monetary tie with 
gold may cause near-term weakness for gold issues but for 
longer term may be beneficial. 
Industries which should benefit include: autos, auto partsu 
computer and peripheral equipment, consumer products, capit­ 
al goods, electrical equipment, machine tool, paper, retail and 
tire. A few companies standing to gain are: Chrysler, Diebold, 
Foxboro, IBM and Microdot. 


Q — I purchased International Leisure (OTC) at 30 about 
three years ago. Within JO days it had more than doubled, but 
because of the capital gains tax I did not sell. During the last 
stock market slump, it dropped to below 9 at which time I. 
bought shares to average down. Was this wise; should I con­ 
tinue to hold? — D.L. 
A — Recession and retrenchment was the order of the day 
for the resort-gambling industry in 197(1. And, International 
Leisure, which owns and operates tha Flamingo Hotel and the 
Las Vegas Hilton Hotels resort casinos, felt the pinch like 
everyone else. 
Occupancy rates and profit margins were adversely affected 
by the air controllers’ labor problems and a strike of culinary 
employees. Thus, while revenues in 1970 rose 38 per cent year- 
to-year, net income slipped 34 per cent to 66 cents a share. 
This year, however, operations have improved, as evidenced 
by International Leisure’s first half results. On a 2.7 per cent 
gain in revenues, share earnings climbed 44 per cent to 43 
cents. 
Roughly 85.6 percent-owned by Hilton Hotels, International 
Leisure represents an attractive speculation and should be 
held for further recovery gains.

Babcock, who ruled that Reid 
had made several errors in 
handling the case, including 
Denying Bishop’s request that 
the hearing be closed to the 
public and newsmen. The sec­ 
ond hearing was closed.

For more than 20 years 
Generalissimo 
Chiang 
Kai- 
s h e k 
h a s 
been 
selling 
Brooklyn Bridge to the out-of- 
town yokels. 
Not literally, of course. In 
Chiang’s bracket the Brooklyn 
Bridge is peanuts. 
What he has been selling is 
the myth that some day he 
and his aging army of 600,- 
000 men would return to the 
mainland from which they 
retreated in 1949. 
Only in Chiang’s case it 
was not a myth. He believed 
it. And he believed it so hard 
that many others believed it, 
too, including leaders of the 
United States, who spent bil­ 
lions of dollars supporting 
Chiang and his army and nur­ 
turing the thought that some 
day he would 
retake 
the 
mainland from the Commu­ 
nists. 
No one believes it anymore. 
Probably not even Chiang. 
It is an idea that cannot be 
accepted without a touch of 
melancholy. 
For more than 20 years, 
Chiang served as a sort of 
Asian Don Quixote, shattering 
his lance against the windm­ 
ills of time and fate, lending 
strength to the hope that per­ 
haps, after all, chivalry was 
not dead. 
Never mind that Chiang’s 


one-man rule of Taiwan had- 
borne little resemblance to 
the West’s concepts of de­ 
mocracy. 
He had been among the 
early founders of the United 
Nations set up as the guar­ 
dian of man’s ideals. 
As he approaches his 84th 
birthday on Oct. 31, he is the

of

Five—Churchill, 
Roosevelt, 
Stalin, De Gaulle and Chiang. 
Within coming weeks men 
who profess to be able to see 
through the mists which hide 
reality and give form and 
substance to unreality will de­ 
bate Chiang’s right to a seat 
in the world body he helped 
to found. 
The debate will not be over 


whether China has a right to 
the seat. 
It will be asked who and 
what is China. Are Chiang 
and 15 million men, women 
and 
children on 
Formosa 
China Or are the mainland 
Communists China They and 
nearly a billion persons living 
on the mainland. 
The returns already are in. 
This year or next Chiang will 
lose his last status symbol as 
leader of a great nation. 
Then another decision will 
be forced upon him —whether 
to swallow his words that for 
him it is all or nothing, or to 
try to stay in ‘ the U.N. on 
whatever terms he can get. 
It may be progress but it is 
sad.
